Hillary forgives Bill 

Lewinsky summoned back to grand jury

' WASHINGTON (AF) - The day 
after her husband acknowledged 
an inappropriate relationship with 
Monica Lewinsky, first lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton said 
through a spokeswoman yesterday 
that she is "committed to her mar¬ 
riage and loves her husband." 

With daughter Chelsea between 
them holding each parent’s hand, 
the Clintons walked across the 
White House lawn this afternoon 
and boarded a helicopter on their 
way to a vacation on Martha's 
Vineyard. Massachusetts. 

President Bill Clinton, smiling 
and chatting, led their dog Buddy 
on a leash. 

Lewinsky, meanwhile, was sum¬ 
moned back to the grand jury to 
give additional testimony in the 
aftermath of Clinton’s account of 
their relationship, sources familiar 
with the request said. She is 
expected to testify tomorrow. 

As the Clintons prepared tor 
their vacation, spokeswoman 
Marsha Berry also said Mrs. 
Clinton first learned over the 
weekend that the president would 
testify to having an improper rela¬ 
tionship with Lewinsky. 

"Clearly, this is not the best day 
in Mrs. Clinton’s life,” Berry said. 

Berry said -the public airing of the 
president's behavior, including a 
-prime-time address Monday night, 
has been painful for Mrs. Clinton. 

“She’s committed to her mar¬ 
riage and loves her husband and 
daughter very much and sbe 
believes in the president, and her 
love for him is compassionate and 
steadfast,” Berry said. 

Does she forgive him? 

“Yes,” Berry said. “She believes 
in this marriage.” 

Mrs. Clinton has declined to con¬ 
duct interviews amid fallout from 
the president's grand jury testimo¬ 
ny. With Americans weighing the 
president's measured confession 
and apology. White House political 
advisers had considered it critical 
that Mrs. CBriton publicly express 


her desire to stand by her husband. 

Friends and advisers rallied 
around the president in morning 
TV appearances, amplifying his 
plea for an end to the lengthy 
investigation by independent 
counsel Kenneth Starr that turned

from Clinton’s financial affaire to 
his private life. 

Saying “all of this is part of a 
much bigger story,” House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich reserved judgment 
and signaled that other Republicans 
should do the same for now. 

“I think that everyone would be 
best served if they waited for 
Judge Starr’s report and found out 
what all the fads were,” Gingrich 


said. “We’d all like to get that 
done as quickly-as possible.” 

The Democratic leaders of 
Congress, Sen. Tbm Daschle of 
Soutii Dakota and Rep. Dick 
Gephardt of Missouri, expressed 
disappointment in Clinton's per¬ 
sonal conduct and said it is time to 
end the investigation. 

"There is a country to run,” 
Daschle said. One of Clinton’s 
harshest critics. Sen. John Ashcroft, 
said be thinks the president “lost his 
moral authority to act” when be 
admitted to an inappropriate rela¬ 
tionship with Lewinsky, then a 
White House intern. 

“He has basically said that he has 
lied to the American people, he’s 
Bed to his daughter, lied to his wife, 
lied to his staff. Bed to the legal 
community ” the Republican presi¬ 
dential hopeful said on ABC-TV. 

Fiercely protective of her family 
life, Mrs. Clinton said through the 
spokeswoman that she is “uncom¬ 
fortable with her personal life 
being made so public but is look¬ 


ing forward to going on vacation 
with her family and having some 
private time together.” 

Asked if Chelsea forgave her 
father. Mrs. Berry said, I just don't 
have comment on Chelsea.” Mrs. 
Clinton's staff has a longstanding 
policy against commenting in detail 
about the college freshman. 

There have been contradicting 
reports about when Mrs. Clinton 
learned of her husband’s extramar¬ 
ital relationship. 

“Well, sbe was misled,” Berry 
said. “She learned the nature of his 
testimony over the weekend” 

In a dramatic day of testimony 
capped by a brief television address 
to the nation Monday night, 
Clinton acknowledged for the first 
time that he had an improper rela¬ 
tionship with Lewinsky, but 
denied that he committed perjury 
or asked anyone to lie. 

“I misled people, including even! 
my wife. I deeply regret that,” 
Clinton said. “Now this matter is 
between me, the two people I love 
most- my wife and our daughter- 
and our God" But some congres¬ 
sional critics weren’t satisfied and 
bridled at Clinton’s attack on 
Starr’s investigation. 

Sources said Starr may by to 
force the president to give fuller 
answers in a second gratid jury 
appearance. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee 
chairman. Sen. Orrin Hatch, 
expressed anger at the president’s 
attacks on Starr. “Wasn’t that 
pathetic? I tell you, what a jeik," 
Hatch was overheard saying 
Monday night to his entourage. 

Still, Hatch said the president's 
expression of regret may be 
enough to persuade lawmakers to 
stop any possible impeachment 
inquiry unless prosecutors find 
evidence of obstruction of justice. 

Rep. Barney Frank, a 
Democratic member of the House 
Judiciary Committee, said Clinton 
may have done enough to stave off 
impeachment.

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PA faults Israel for West 
Bank water shortage

Israel is pumping only half of the 
daily, allotment of water to Hebron, 
while providing enough water to 
nearby Jewish settlements to fill 
their swimming pools, Palestinian 
officials charged yesterday. 

Speaking to visiting MKs, the 
Palestinians said Israel is pumping 
half of the 17,000 cubic , meters of 
water promised to the city and near¬ 
by areas under the Oslo agreement. 

“It is really frustrating when 
your children are going thirsty and 
you. see the settlers next door 
watering their gardens and swim¬ 
ming in their pools," said Isa. 
Atallah, head of. the Palestinian 
Water Authority in Hebron. 

• - MKs Ophir Pines of Labor and 
Dedi Zucker and Naomi Oman 
of . Meretz toured Hebron, 
Bethlehem, and the Dehaishe 
refugee- -camp, where the water 
supply has been reduced consider¬ 


ably or shut down completely. 

T7ie Palestinian officials said 
Hebron is one of the hardest hit 
areas, but that other parts of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip are also 
suffering from severe water short¬ 
ages. In many places, they said, 
Palestinians have to get water 
from trucks. 

In Tel Aviv, however, National 
Infrastructure Minister Ariel 
Sharon said the Palestinian 
Authority is exploiting the water 
issue as “an additional excuse” to 
block progress in the peace nego¬ 
tiations, Itim reported. 

The distress being felt by 
Palestinian residents, Sharon said, 
is caused by PA mistakes “or the 
severely hot days.” 

He said he favors an equitable 
distribution of water and that 
Israel is actually supplying more 
water to Hebron than the agreed 
allocation. 

This was confirmed by a senior 
defense official involved in the 


issue. 

“Whenever they want additional 
water, they can get it" Sharon 
said. “But if we want to avoid fric¬ 
tion, we have to make sure that 
there will be no Palestinian control 
over Israel's main water sources.” 

Yousef Shaarawi, general man¬ 
ager of Hebron’s Alia Hospital, 
said the situation is so grave that 
he may have to shut down the 
facility. 

“1 have partially solved the 
water shortage problem by buying 
tanks from the private sector, the 
black market, but it is irregular 
and could stop at any time,” he 
said. “If that happens I will be 
unable to continue and we will 
have to close.” 

Hebron Mayor Mustafa Natsbe 
said that while every Israeli settler 
gets a daily allocation of 350 
liters, every Palestinian is allocat¬ 
ed 40 to 50 liters.

Sharon: Israel willing to implement 
13% withdrawal from West Bank

Israel has agreed to carry out the 
American initiative and withdraw 
from a total of 13 percent of the 
West Bank, National Infrastruc¬ 
ture Minister Ariel Sharon said 
yesterday, adding that the 
Palestinians are simply seeking 
excuses not to come to a redeploy¬ 
ment agreement 

“The Palestinians know that 
Israel has agreed to withdraw 
from 13% of the territoiy and 
another percent in a third rede¬ 
ployment They know this and the 
Americans also know it ” Sharon 
told a Tel Aviv press conference 
yesterday. 

“The government wants to move 
the process forward and come to 
an agreement and this they also 
know. If they really wanted an 
agreement they would be hurry¬ 
ing [to arrange one),” he added. 

He said that the Palestinians’ lat¬ 
est complaint that Israel is short¬ 


changing them on water, is just 
another such excuse. 

Sharon has staunchly opposed 
the US plan, saying it would 
endanger Israel, and has threat¬ 
ened to topple Netanyahu in the 
event of a 13% pullback. 

David Bar-man, Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu's communi¬ 
cations director, said Israel is still 
interested in the nature reserve 
concept whereby 10% of the terri¬ 
tory would be handed over to the 
Palestinians, but 3% would be 
made a nature reserve, where 
Palestinians could neither police 
nor build. 

In Egypt for talks with President 
Hosni Mubarak, Palestinian 
Authority Chairman Yasser Arafat 
said that Israel has not changed its 
position, and is continuing to 
reject the US plan. 

“We have accepted this propos¬ 
al, even though it does not comply 
with all of the Palestinian needs. „ 
But until now the Israelis have not 


accepted it.” 

Sharon, however, said it is the 
Palestinians who are foot-drag¬ 
ging on a deal 

“The current delays in the nego¬ 
tiations are absolutely not a result 
of the Israeli position. It’s their 
[the Palestinians] problem, appar¬ 
ently they have their own reasons 
[for stalling]," Sharon said 

Arafat added he is still waiting 
for the US to declare the out¬ 
come of its Middle East peace 
proposal. 

“Until now, the American sick 
has not announced the status of its 
initiative despite the passage of a 
long time," he told reporters, after 
meeting Mubarak for three hours 
in the Mediterranean resort of 
Marsah Matrouh. 

Arafat said he had discussed an 
Egyptian-French proposal for an 
international conference to revive 
the peace process with Mubarak, 
but cBd not elaborate. 

PA Planning Minister Nabil 


Shaath said the US does not seem 
to be paying much attention to the 
Middle East 

Asked if the embassy bombings 
in Africa might have diverted US 
attention from the region, Shaath 
pointed to President Bill Clinton’s 
admissions regarding Monica 
Lewinsky. 

The United States's interest is 
currently focused on a very inter¬ 
nal matter which involves the 
occupant of the White House. I 
don’t think that Americans these 
days are interested in any other 
case,” he said. 

Shaath said he expects the 
Middle East conflict to deterio¬ 
rate if peace efforts fail to 
advance. 

The Israeli opposition is not 
one-tenth of what it was under 
Netanyahu when he was the oppo-.

New pages of Anne Frank’s diary found

AMSTERDAM (AP) - World 
War n researchers yesterday 
reported finding five additional 
pages, of Anne Frank’s famed 
diary, in which the young Jewish 
girl harshly describes her parents’ 
marriage. 

The handwritten pages - previ¬ 
ously not known to exist - were in 
the possession of a former 
employee of the Anne Frank 
Foundation, according to the foun¬ 
dation and the Netherlands State 
Institufofrir War Documentation. 

The man holding the pages said 
Anne’s father, Otto Frank, gave 
them to him shortly before his 


death in 1980. 

The two historical groups have 
demanded their return. Once the 
pages are recovered, they will be 
included in a new edition of The 
Diary of Anne Frank, the institute 
said 

“We thought we had a complete 
edition. Now this pops up ” said a 
bewildered David Barnouw, a 
spokesman for the war documen¬ 
tation agency and an editor of an 
unabridged version of the diary. ‘T 
don't doubt the authenticity of the 
pages.” 

The former employee’s name 
was not released, and there was 
nothing to indicate he had done 
anything wrong. 


Even so. “it is highly improba¬ 
ble thar Otto Frank made a gift of 
this original manuscript to this for¬ 
mer employee," the war documen¬ 
tation center said in a statement. 
“Rather, Ire may have just handed 
him the pages to prevent the con¬ 
tents from becoming public.” 

Barnouw said he couldn't rule 
out the possibility that still more 
pages may be missing from die 
diary, which has been translated 
into more than 50 languages and is 
required reading in schools world¬ 
wide. 

It was firet published in 1947 by 
Otto Frank, the only member of 
the family to survive the war, and 
has since become the subject of 


films, books and a Broadway play. 

Scholars have long said Frank 
withheld pages of the diary deal¬ 
ing with his marriage, wishing to 
keep private some aspects of the 
family’s life. Although the ver¬ 
sion most-read by schoolchildren 
is known to be abridged, other 
versions were believed to have 
been complete, so the latest dis¬ 
covery took everyone by sur¬ 
prise. 

Complicating matters, Anne had 
begun rewriting her diaty on loose 
sheets of paper that easily could 
have been lost or confiscated in 
the confusion of her eventual 
betrayal and arrest. 

The war documentation agency 


said Anne wrote about her parents' 
relationship in “very critical” 
terms, but declined to elaborate 
“given the sensitive nature of the 
material.” Yesterday’s revelations 
came ahead of the publication this 
foil of a new book claiming to 
reveal the informant who blew the 
whistle on the Frank family in 
August 1944. 

Anne died of typhus in Bergen- 
Belsen, just weeks before its liber¬ 
ation in the spring of 1945. 

The Frank family’s hiding place 
for two years, a secret annex hid¬ 
den behind a movable bookcase in 
an Amsterdam canal house, is one 
of the Dutch capital’s most popu¬ 
lar tourist attractions.

Reservist claims IDF kitchens not kosher 


A reserve soldier from Bnei Brak petitioned the High Court of 
Justice yesterday, asking it to order the immediate closure of all 
IDF kitchens because their kashrut is doubtful. 

Haim Ozeri, who has been in the reserves for 23 years, said 
that during his last stint he was shocked to see that his unit was 
not keeping the kitchen kosher. Because of this, he refused to 
report for duty recently when he was railed, and he is due to be 
court-martialed for this. 

Ozeri said that there was no kashrut supervisor in the unit's 
kitchen, as required by General Staff regulations. He said the 
problems in his unit's kitchen also occurred elsewhere, 
according to two chaplains with whom he discussed the mat¬ 
ter. 

Ozeri asked that, in the name of religious freedom, all the 
army kitchens be closed until their kashrut could be assured.

Jordanian group sues over polluted water

plained that for the past six weeks their tap water has had a bad 
odor. Experts said the water contained worms and worn larvae. 

The government has denied that the water contains worms and 
King Hussein has otdered a committee to investigate the allega¬ 
tions, which have shakena weak government that already has 
been accused of poorly managing the economy. 

The suit against former Water and Irrigation Minister Munther 
Haddadin and six officials at the ministries of water and health 
was filed at Amman's District Court on Monday, said 
Mohammed Obeidat, president of the National Society of 
Consumer Protection.

peace talks with Syria

Defense Minister Yitzhak Mordechai yes¬ 
terday called on Syria to resume peace 
talks, but denied he has softened his posi¬ 
tion on an IDF withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights. 

Earlier this week, Mordechai Created con¬ 
fusion when he told the German news mag¬ 
azine Focus that he had ’invented” a for¬ 
mula concerning a Golan pullback that was 
used by the government of the late Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

The phrase said that the depth of with¬ 
drawal from the Golan depended on the 
depth of peace offered by Syria. It was 
widely interpreted as meaning that for full 


peace, Syria would get back all of foe 
Golan. 

But during a visit to an IDF stronghold in 
the eastern sector of the security zone yes¬ 
terday, Mordechai said he had not been 
quoted accurately by the magazine. 

Mordechai said he had made his views 
known in press interviews in die past two 
years and there was nothing new regarding 
policy towards the region. 

“I have reiterated that the Golan Heights 
is vital to the defense of the North. I have 
also reiterated that we are prepared any day 
to resume negotiations with the Syrians. 

“We will come to the negotiating table 
with our proposals, recommendations and 
demands and the Syrians will do the same. 
The most important thing from our point of 


view is security... I'm sure the other side has 
its own demands which it would bring [to 
the negotiating table]," be said. 

Mordechai said he was going from south 
Lebanon to observe IDF exercises on the 
Golan Heights, adding that the army was 
strong. 

"Peace talks are held wife those who are 
today classed as the enemy and as long as 
tfrat situation ip mams the same, we have to 
prepare our forces for any eventuality,” he 
said. 

“At fee same time, we have no interest in 
reaching any confrontation wife the 
Syrians. We do, however, have a great inter¬ 
est in changing fee situation and in holding 
talks with the Syrians to change the years- 
old conflict between us and ultimately reach 


an agreement feat will lead to peace.” 

Mordechai declined to be' drawn into dis¬ 
cussing foe price of a peach accord in terms 
of a complete withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights. 

"I'm talking about a different pric^aid 
formulas that would enable us to resume the 
negotiations,” he said. 

Mordechai said there were no signs at this 
stage feat fee Syrians were prepared to 
resume negotiations. 

He visited fee area following fee inquiry 
into what has become known as the “Soujud 
fiasco.”

Dispute over Joseph’s Tomb persists

Two yeshiva students left fee Joseph's 
Tomb compound in Nablus yesterday, IDF 
sources said, adding that fee Palestinians are 
still refusing entry but allowing food and 
beverages to be taken in to the compound. 

The two had remained in the compound, 
together wife 28 other students, since last 
Thursday after the Palestinian Police refused 
to allow others to enter. The students feared 
that if they left fee compound, no one would 
be allowed to take feeir place. 

The sources said discussions wife the 
Palestinians continue and expressed hope 
that a peaceful solution will be found shortly, 
possibly within the next 24 hours. 

The Palestinians objected to OC Central 
Command Maj.-Gen. Moshe Yahalon's 
recent decision allowing yeshiva students 
and relatives of the two slain yeshiva students 
at Yitzhar to remain in fee tomb overnight 
during shiva and then extending fee period. 

Palestinian officials fear that the students

will turn the tomb into a permanent settle¬ 
ment if they are allowed to remain in fee 
compound 24 hours a day. 

Palestinian Authority Chairman Yasser 
Arafat's adviser Dr. Ahmed Tibi charged in 
an interview on Israel Radio yesterday feat 
foe recent press reports were one sided and 
there had teen a serious change in the status 
quo since fee attack in Yitzhar. 

He said that the Palestinian Police agreed to 
the IDF’s request to allow yeshiva students to 
remain in the compound during shiva as a 
gesture of respect and agreed to extend for a 
further 24 hours. 

The Palestinian Police were surprised to 
discover last Thursday that students remained 
in the compound, he said, adding that it was 
clear that fee students' intentions were politi¬ 
cal. 

Itzik Arad, one of the students inside the 
compound, said the recent agreement reached 
between the IDF and the Palestinians allowed 
them to remain inside the compound at night 

“It is a holy place to the people of Israel 


and, students study here daily. It is extremely 
important to maintain a presence here 24 
hours a day,” he said during a radio inter¬ 
view.

IDF: Shihab-3 to be operational next year 


Palestinian and Austrian con¬ 
struction crews are working 
around the clock to prepare the 
Oasis Casino outside Jericho for 
its planned mid-September open¬ 
ing, casino general manager 
Alexander Tuceksaid yesterday. 

Escorting a group of Israeli 
journalists through fee heat and 
dust of Jericho, Tucek said the 
casino will have 220 slot 
machines and 28 gambling tables 
in the main gaming room and 
another seven tables in a VIP 
room for high rollers. 

The $50 million casino will be 
constructed in a vaguely Middle 
Eastern design, using marble from 
local quarries.

Islamic fundamentalists are 
opposed to fee casino for religious 
reasons, although fee Palestinian 
Authority has decreed feat 
Palestinians will not be allowed to 
gamble there. 

Die management expects that 
most of the clientele will be 
Israeli, Tucek said. The casino is 
located , on foe access road to 
Jericho, just beyond foe-border: of 
fee Israeli-controlled area, a half- 
hour from. Jerusalem. 

Cameras will be hidden in fee 
ceiling of foe main room and 
tables and slot machines will be 
connected to a central computer 
system to maintain propriety. 
Tucek said. 

In addition, customer identifica¬ 
tion information will be entered 
into the casino’s computer system 
so that players who lose too much 
money or who may have gam¬ 
bling addictions can be identified 
and monitored, Tucek said. 

The casino is expected to fill PA 
coffers wife several million dol¬ 
lars in tax money each year from 
proceeds. Other revenues are 
expected from sales of food and 
drink and income tax from some 
1,000 local residents who will 
work at fee site. 

The casino will be pan of a five 
square-kilometer resort that ulti¬ 
mately will include two hotels 
with 800 rooms, a golf course, 
tennis courts, swimming pool and 
conference center.

The Iranian Shihab-3 missile, whose proto¬ 
type was tested a month ago, will be opera¬ 
tional by the end of 1999, CXI Intelligence 
Maj.-Gen. Amos Malka reportedly told the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee yesterday.

Biran: Budget increase not enough

Even if the promised NIS 2 bil¬ 
lion increase is added to next year's 
proposed defense budget it won’t 
be enough to assure fee state's 
security needs are met defense 
officials indicated yesterday. 

Furthermore, officials said, 
wages, which comprise nearly half 
of fee budget are too low to cul 
The army has planned wide- 
ranging efficiency steps, but senior 
defense officials said feat there is 
no plan to reduce its current “order 
of battle” - the number of units and 
equipment like tanks, planes, and 
artillery pieces, that make up the 
skeleton of the army. 

Speaking at a symposium on the 
defense budget yesterday. Defense 
Ministry Director-General Ilan 
Biran said it was up to the govern¬ 
ment to decide where the extra 
money would come from. 

“In fee past 15 years we have cut 
fee order of battle by 10 percent 
gotten rid of hundreds of tanks and 
scores of planes. Reserve days 
were cut from 14 million a year to 
under five minim," Biran said. 


“But no, we are not going to cut 
the order of battle any more. We 
have to provide an answer to the 
growing threats faring us.” 

Biran said the IDF needs more 
than the additional NIS 2 billion 
approved by Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu to carry out 
crucial modernization plans, such 
as adding more Mericava tanks. 
New trucks and fighter planes are 
also needed, Biran said. 

The sum approved by Netanyahu 
is in addition to the NIS 33.6b. 
allocated previously for defense. It 
is the first time since 1991 that the 
defense budget is being increased 
in real terms. 

The current NIS 32.6b. defense 
budget represents 7.5% of the GDP 
and 163% of foe NIS 207b. state 
budgeL It is still foe largest bite out 
of the budget pie, but also the 
smallest percentage of foe GDP 
and stare budget in Israel’s history. 

Three external committees head¬ 
ed by non-defense establishment 
figures have examined defense 
expenditures, salaries and pen¬ 
sions, and resources. 

The committee on defense 


expenditures, headed by Prof. 
Haim Barkai, formerly of fee 
Hebrew University, found feat 
there is no way the IDF could sus¬ 
tain its current order of battle wife- 
out a "serious increase" in the 
defense budgeL 

Tbe committee suggested that fee 
order of battle is not sacred and 
could be reduced by between 70% 
and 30% if the defense budget is 
not increased. 

The committee also examined 
fee defense budget as a percentage 
of GDP, and noted feat while fee 
GDP had doubled in fee past 17 
years, fee resources allotted to the 
IDF remained static. 

A second committee on 
resources, headed by David Boaz, a 
former Treasury budget director, 
determined that there is an annual 
gap of NIS 4.5b. between what the 
IDF needs to implement its plans, 
and what it actually gets. This gap 
would total NIS 54b. over fee next 
12 years if the budget is not 
increased, fee committee noted: 
since there is no way these sums 
could be allocated, there is no alter¬ 
native but to cut the size of fee IDF.

Expert: Mideast to feel fallout from the affair

On toe one-hand.-he-is presumably more 
motivated than ever to lling about a diplo¬ 
matic coup, such as peace between Israel and 
Syria or concluding the peace process with 
the Palestinians, because it would shore up 
his image. On the other hand, this affair has 
seriously reduced his ability to do so. 

Clinton had noted in his speech Monday 
that there are important matters in toe world 
that need attention, GQboa pointed out 


“Without toe direct involvement of the 
president, things do not move [in tire peace 
process]," Gil boa said, adding that for the last 
weeks Clinton has not beat available to deal 
whhh. 

But the damage to Clinton’s credibility 
could prove to be a serious obstacle. 

“His administration constantly accuses

Jerusalem ‘forgives’ the president

If the streets of Jerusalem are any 
indication, Israelis are a very for¬ 
giving people. 

While President Bill Clintons 
public admission that he bad an 
“improper” relationship with for¬ 
mer White House intent Monica 
Lewinsky surprised some 
Jerusalem pedestrians yesterday 
morning, most of those surveyed 
said they forgive the US president. 
And a national survey conducted 
by Channel Two’s Reshet in the 
Morning show found that 92% of 
Israelis forgive Clinton, and only 
8% do not. 

From talk shows to coffee diops, 
almost everyone had something to 
say about the Clin too-Lewinsky 
affair. 

“Let him do whatever he wants,” 
said 43-year-old Ori Levy from 


Shoresh. “If it doesn’t affect toe 
political situation, then why should 
it matter?” 

Most people surveyed believed 
that because Clinton is such a good 
leader, his confession- and his sins 
- shouldn’t keep him from remain¬ 
ing president “He does a good job 
as the president and he's good for 
Israel and for toe world. He keeps a 
check on Iran, Iraq, Egypt” said 
Avi Cohen. The 27-year-old life¬ 
guard doesn’t ihmic it will affect 
Clinton's status among weald lead¬ 
ers. . “People like Mubarak, 
Hussein, Blair; I think they can put 
it aside,” be said. 

“He’s done great things for toe 
American economy,” said Na’ama 
Weintraub, 23. “If Israel had such a 
good leadet I don’t think we’d care 
about tots kind of thing.” 

It was the Americans themselves 
who got the rap for their reaction to 


the whole scandal. “Americans are 
not normal. Two embassies were 
blown up and hundreds of people 
died, and this is what they care 
about?” said Mod Cohen, a 41- 
year-old cabdriver and father of 
three. 

Europeans are amazed at 
America’s obsession with 
Lewinsky, said Sara Weil, an 
American who lives in Belgium. 
“In Europe, no one cares who you 
sleep with as long as you do a good 
job,” she said. ‘They can’t under¬ 
stand what the big deal is. They 
always ask me, ’What’s wrong 
with your country?' ” 

Her French unde, Daniel Wefl. 
added: “Whoever doesn’t mess 
around, drink a little and let loose - 
how can you trust him?” 

But perhaps toe forgiving atti¬ 
tudes of most Israelis reflect less on 
their kind nature than on their opin¬ 


ions of men, fidelity and extramar¬ 
ital affairs. 

“He’s just a man, like every other 
man,” said Shoshi Shalom, 40. “He 
made a mistake.” 

“He’s a man. He can do whatev¬ 
er he wants,” said 40-year-old 
Grigory Vmovsky who immigrated 
from Russia six years ago. Tn toe 
Russian parliament, evetyone does 
it It’s a man's thing and it has noth¬ 
ing to do with politics.” he said. 

Sixty-something M athil da Pitran 
from-toe capital's Gilo neighbor¬ 
hood said, T can look aside and 
forgive him. It happens. If my hus¬ 
band cheated cm me, I would for¬ 
give him. It’s in toe genes, you 
know.” 

Shuli Cohen, 18, was shocked by 
tire confession because she never 
believed Clinton was guilty. Tf my 
husband would cheat on me, I 
would leave him in a second. But 


on the other hand, if 1 was married 
to the president, I don’t know if 
that would be true.” 

Cohen commended Hillaiy 
Clinton for her composure, com¬ 
paring her to Sarah Netanyahu, 
who would have made a “grand 
hullabaloo.”

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Fatah ‘constitution’ stirs 


outcry from MKs

MKs from both Left and Right 
are calling on the Palestinian 
Authority to cancel the clauses call¬ 
ing for Israel's destruction as they 
appear in the Fatah constitution. 

The matter was raised yesterday 
at a meeting of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defense 
Committee by committee chair¬ 
man Uzi Landau (Likud). 

The document, from 1965 and 
known by Palestinians as the 
founding charter of Fatah, has 
been published on the Fatah web¬ 
site as part of an information pack¬ 
age on its history, said Jamal 
Shoubaki of the Fatah Central 
Committee. 

The group has since changed its 
priorities, but has never updated 
its charter, Shoubaki said, adding 
that Fatah supports the peace 
talks. 


Landau said the document 
should be seen, as another sign of 
the Palestinian feeling following 
die reports on children in 
Palestinian Authority summer 
camps being encouraged to sup¬ 
port a jihad against Israel. 

Moledec leader Rehavam Ze'evi 
said the Fatah constitution is the 
same as the Palestinian Covenant, 
which has not yet been abolished, 
only worse. 

MK Haim Ramon (Labor) said the 
constitution is “very serious, and 
obliges all of us - no matter what our 
outlook - to demand that Arafat, 
who controls Fatah, distance himself 
from it and state he had no part in it... 
and to cancel it immediately." The 
constitution appears on the Fatah’s 
Internet site (httpV/www. fateb.org) 

Among the most noteworthy 
clauses is Article 12 under the 
headline ‘‘Goals” which reads: 
“Complete liberation of Palestine 
and eradication of Zionist eco¬ 


nomic, political, miiitaiy and cul¬ 
tural existence ” 

Under the headline “Method,*' 
are articles which state: “Armed 
public revolution is the inevitable 
method to liberating Palestine," 
(Article 17) and “Aimed struggle 
is a strategy and not a tactic and 
the Palestinian Arab People's 
armed revolution is a decisive fac¬ 
tor in the liberation fight and in 
uprooting the Zionist existence 
and this struggle will not cease 
unless the Zionist state is demol¬ 
ished and Palestine is completely 
liberated.” (Article 19). 

There is also a clause (Article 
22) “Opposing any political solu¬ 
tion offered as an alternative to 
demolishing the Zionist occupa¬ 
tion in Palestine..." and one 
(Article 25) about “Convincing 
concerned countries in the world 
to prevent Jewish immigration ro 
Palestine as a method of solving 
the problem." 


Under the headline “The 
Movement's Essential Principles," 
the constitution describes Zionism 
as “racist" and “colonist” and 
says, “The Palestinian struggle is 
part and parcel of the worldwide 
struggle against Zionism, colo¬ 
nialism and international Imperial¬ 
ism." 

Also at yesterday's committee 
meeting, Ramon accused the head 
of military intelligence. Major 
General Amos Malka , of not giv¬ 
ing the committee full information 
on the Palestinians and possible 
scenarios if the peace process does 
not progress. 

He said the prime minister had 
instructed Malka not to give this 
information to the MKs. 

The IDF Spokesman later stated 
in response, “The only limit 
placed on the head of miiitaiy 
intelligence is the need to preserve 
secrecy. There is no political 
restraint placed on him." 


Egypt denies reports of Abu Nidal capture

CAIRO — Egyptian security officials yesterday 
denied that master terrorist Abu Nidal had been 
arrested in Egypt, responding to news reports 
and several days of rumors that the one-time 
Palestinian terrorist was in custody. 

They also said that followers of Abu Nidal - 
the nom de guerre of Sabri al-Banna - had not 
been detained in Egypt 
In Beirut a source in Abu NidaJ’s Fatah 
Revolutionary Council also denied the reports. 

"The news about arresting the Palestinian 
leader Sabri al-Banna is not true and we s us pea 
the motives behind this news, especially at this 


time," said the source. 

The source in Beirut said the veteran tenor 
leader’s Fatah Revolutionary Council had sacked 
five of its members, including some in leading 
positions, two weeks ago. 

The Egyptian security officials spoke on con¬ 
dition their names not be used. A similar denial 
was carried on Egypt’s Middle East News 
Agency, quoting a security source who called 
the reports “untrue and baseless." The reports 
were carried by a foreign news agency Monday 
and the j^abic daily Al-Hayat yesterday. 

They included comments by Egyptian and 
Palestinian officials denying any knowledge of 
such an arrest 


Abu Njdal’s capture would be a major victo¬ 
ry for anti-terrorist authorities. The US State 
Department lists his group as “the most dan¬ 
gerous terrorist organization in existence," 
blamed for killing 300 people and wounding 
650 in 20 countries since 1973. 

Rumors of Abu NidaJ's alleged arrest in 
Egypt have been circulating in the Palestinian 
community in the West Baltic and Gaza Strip as 
well as in Lebanon. 

Some Palestinian sources said he was seized 
a month ago while coming from Libya. Others 
said henchman of the terrorist leader were 
arrested but not the man himself. All the 
sources spoke on condition of anonymity. 


Technion develops electronic probes to monitor birth

The world's first electronic 
probes that monitor the progress of 
a baby’s delivery and replace the 
conventional method of inserting 
fingers that leads to many infec¬ 
tions have been developed by a 
start-up company at the Technion. 

The disposable probes, costing 
$100 per set, have been shown to 
work well on a simulator, and are 
waiting for approval by the 
Helsinki Committees on Human 
Experimentation of the Health 


Ministry and of Carmel and Bnai 
Zion hospitals in Haifa so clinical 
testing can begin. 

The system was developed over 
the past year by David Tomer, an 
engineer who founded and heads 
Labor Control Systems (LCS) Ltd. 
The company expects to test the 
probes on 60 to 120 women giving 
birth at the two hospitals with the 
aim of getting approval from the 
US Food and Drug Administration. 

Although the main potential mar¬ 
kets are North America, Western 
Europe, and China, Tomer said yes¬ 


terday that he hopes the probes 
would be in use in Israeli delivery 
rooms in less than two years. 

Today, women in delivery wear 
monitors over their abdomen to 
detect uterine contractions and 
fetal heartbeats, and, less fre¬ 
quently, vaginal monitors are 
inserted to detea fetal heartbeats. 

Even though they wear sterile 
gloves, the many bacteria in the 
vagina are pushed by the fingers 
into the cervix and beyond, caus¬ 
ing widespread infections in the 
mothers and the babies. Five per¬ 


cent to 10% of mothers and 0.5% 
to 2% of newborns develop infec¬ 
tions after delivery. 

The LCS probes offer the bonus 
of monitoring uterine contrac¬ 
tions, but don't replace the need 
for a fetal heartbeat monitor. 

The probes, coated with plastic 
and about the length and circumfer¬ 
ence of a little fipger, come either in 
wired or wireless forms, sending 
data to a small electronic device 
worn by the woman on her thigh or 
waist The data is also transmitted 
to a monitor in the delivery room. 
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‘Supreme committee 5 to decide 
on new drugs for health services

Health Minister Yehoshua 
Matza has appointed a 15-member 
“supreme committee” of doctors, 
health fund and Finance Ministry 
representatives and even a profes¬ 
sor of Jewish thought to decide 
what new drugs and medical tech¬ 
nologies will be added to the bas¬ 
ket of health services next year. 

The move comes despite the 
urging of Health Ministry 
Ombudsman Dr. Kamy Rubin in 
her recent fust annual report that a 
strictly professional committee 
deal with this complex and contro¬ 
versial issue. 

The committee, to be chaired by 
ministry director-general Prof. 
Gabi Barabash. was set up 
because the Treasuiy approved the 
allocation of NIS 150 million for 
new medications and technologies 
- the same amount it added, after 
much public pressure, to the 
health budget for 1998. 

Matza said he wants the com¬ 
mittee to take into consideration 
“all the factors - medical and eco¬ 
nomic” when making their deci¬ 
sion. Matza said that he hoped the 
“breakthrough” of Finance 
Ministry approval, made possible 
“by Health Ministry efforts,” 
would be repealed year after year. 

The other members will be Dr. 
Boaz Lev, associate director-gen¬ 


eral of the Health Ministry; Prof. 
Yehoshua Shemer. a ministry 
associate director-general for 
medical technologies and infra¬ 
structures; ministry deputy direc¬ 
tor-general Dr. Yitzhak Beriovich; 
ministry lawyer Moshe Tirosh; 
Sheba Hospital director-general 
Prof. Mordechai Shani; Treasury 
budgets chief David Milgrom and 
his deputy Haim Pelts; Kupat 
Holim Clalit director-general Dr. 
Yitzhak Peterburg; Kupat Holim 
Leumit director-general Shmiiel 
Rozenman; Dr. Ze’ev Aharonson 
of Kupat Holim Meuhedet Prof. 
Alex Aviram of Kupat Holim 
Maccabi; Prof. Bracha Ramot, a 
long-time Maccabi official; 
Hebrew University professor of 
Jewish thought Avi Ravitzky; and 
Ruth Yaron of the Foreign 
Ministry's School for Technology. 

Last year, Barabash, Lev and 
Beriovich unilaterally decided 
which drugs to add to the basket of 
services, and they were put under 
strong pressure by organizations 
of patients with specific diseases. 

According to Rubin’s report, the 
health system lacked a profession¬ 
al apparatus that could decide 
which drugs were most vital to 
patients' health and most cost 
effective, but also what criteria 
had to be met before approved 
drugs were supplied at subsidized 
prices (or free) to patients. 


She justified complaints in 
which expensive drugs against 
osteoporosis and schizophrenia 
were supplied by the health fluid 
only if the patient met impossible 
conditions - such as that no other 
existing drug helped him. Lack of 
the drug, in many cases, risked 
hospitalization costing much more 
than the drag itself, Rubin found. 

Barabash explained that he dis¬ 
agrees that a strictly in-house pro¬ 
fessional committee should be 
given such responsibility. ’ 

“Because of the economic and 
social aspects, in addition to the 
medical considerations, we wanted 
a broader group, and we specifical¬ 
ly included two women,” he said. 
He added that two senior Treasuiy 
officials were invited to join the 
committee because of the econom¬ 
ic considerations and “because we 
want them to be our partners." 

Barabash said he would consid¬ 
er inviting the press to attend the 
sessions, the first of which will be 
held next month. 

“Although there is never enough 
money for new drugs and tech¬ 
nologies, we think that a figure 
that is 1% of the national health 
insurance budget is reasonable," 
concluded Barabash, who said he 
is going to leave his post and 
return to his job as director-gener¬ 
al of Ichilov Hospital at the end of 
this year.

Polish premier hopes to resolve 
row over Auschwitz crosses

“ Prime Minister 
Jerzy Buzek said yesterday the 
government will try to terminate a 
lease for property where a contro¬ 
versial cross stands near 
Auschwitz. 

^The government wants to solve 
diis conflict very much,” said 
Buzek before a cabinet meeting that 
was bkdy to discuss the matter 
' The cross has sparked a dispute 
between Poland and Israel, inspir¬ 
ing conservative Catholics to erect 
dozens more smaller crosses on 
the same site to protest efforts by 
Jewish groups to have the original, 
larger cross removed. 


In Jerusalem. Chief Ashkenazi 
rabbi Yisrael Lau yesterday sought 
the intervention of Pope John piul 
U to ensure the removal of the 
crosses. Lau met in his office with 
a group of Catholic priests from 
Rome - members of the peace 
group St. Egidio - and handed 
them a letter for the pope. 

Lau would not make the letter 
public, saying he first wanted the 
pope to read it. “Erecting crosses at 
this Jewish graveyard, and making 
it into a Christian site twists histo¬ 
ry, distorting the past and mislead¬ 
ing future generations.” Lau said. 

“We would like this place to be 
one where the only thing scream¬ 
ing out is silence," said Lau. “To 


make it into a Christian site with 
crosses raised high is something of 
a travesty. The pope, wbo-is more 
familiar with the issue than any of 
us, certainly knows this was pri¬ 
marily a death camp for Jews." 

Buzek's announcement indicat¬ 
ed the Polish government wants to 
take control of the land from a war 
victims’ association to gain more 
leverage in seeking a compromise 
acceptable to Jewish groups and 
the Catholic church, a major 
power in Polish society. 

Top church officials have con¬ 
demned the smaller crosses erect¬ 
ed in recent weeks but want the 
larger cross, which was used in a 
1979 Mass celebrated near 


Auschwitz by the pope, to remain. 

A newspaper report yesterday 
quoted government spokesman 
Jaroslaw Sellin as saying Buzek's 
cabinet also wanted the smaller 
crosses removed but for the papal 
cross to remain. 

‘‘Because this pertains to spiritual 
matters we have to move very care¬ 
fully." Buzek said before the cabi¬ 
net meeting. ”It is very difficult.” 

Buzek said the war victims' 
association violated a provision in 
the lease that prohibited harming 
the church's authority. He also 
said 'there were other violations 
that would allow the lease to be 
terminated. 

But Mieczyslaw Janosz. presi- 
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dent of the war victims’ associa¬ 
tion, said yesterday he would take 
the government to court if it tried 
to terminate the lease. 

Jewish groups refused to sign a 
$93.5 million preservation plan 
for Auschwitz this year because of 
the papal cross, which was erected 
in I9S8. 

The papal cross honors 152 Poles 
killed by the Nazis in 1941 on prop¬ 
erty bordering Auschwitz that later 
became a Carmelite nunnery. The 
Pope asked the nuns to leave the 
site in 1993 in response to Jewish 
protests, but the nuns leased the 
had for 30 years to a Polish war 
victims' association before moving 
about a kilometer away.

Attorney Pninat Yanai testified 
again yesterday at National Fraud 
Squad Headquarters in Bat Yam, 
in response to testimony Sunday 
by Tel Aviv District Court Judge 
Amnon Strashnov. 

In previous testimony, Yanai 
told police investigators about her 
version of events they had heard 
about from her former boyfriend, 
Ziv Chen. Chen’s testimony was 
included in a statement used as the 
basis for a petition filed by lawyer 
Amnon Zichroni to the High Court 
of Justice, asking that Strashnov 
be forced to recuse himself in the 
Nahum Manbar case. 

She has testified about her rela¬ 
tionship with Strashnov and her ties 
with Shai Bazak. formerly the prime 
minister's spokesman. She was also 
questioned about a trip to China that 
was connected to the Manbar case. 

When Yanai completes her testi¬ 
mony, Zichroni is expected to be 
questioned, as will Bazak before he 
leaves to take up his new position as 
consul-general in Miami.

r Eilat beaches still closed by sewage spill 


Worldwide campaign aims 
tp raise money for the sick

Beaches in Eilat remained 
closed yesterday after a broken 
pipeline spewed raw sewage into 
the sea, raising e-coli bacteria to 
50 times the allowed level. 

Large amounts of sewage 
flowed into the sea after the main 
pipeline broke Saturday and the 
Health Ministry on Monday 
ordered most of the beaches 
closed for the first time in the 
resort's history. 

The city's northern beach 
remains closed to ail bathing until 
further notice, while the southern 
beach remains clean. The ministry 
said sewage flow, due to the col¬ 
lapse of a pipe, was halted two 
days ago when the municipality 
replaced the pipe, but the contam¬ 
ination will take some time to 
clean up. 

The-sewage sent tourists scam¬ 
pering foe hotel pools after it 


spilled onto the city’s main thor¬ 
oughfare, Hatmarim Street, a 
tourism plaza, the local airport and 
into the sea. 

Although the main was fixed 
Sunday, it leaked large amounts of 
sewage again Monday for three 
hours during a test and Hatmarim 
Street was closed. 

The Health Ministry said yester¬ 
day the pipeline bad not yet been 
fixed and the beaches would be 
closed for a few more days. 

Eilat Mayor Gabi Kadosh 
warned that foe sewage was scar¬ 
ing away tourists, most of whom 
are Israelis at this time of the year. 

“Until this incident, we have 
never been forced to close all the 
city’s main beaches," Kadosh said. 
“This will have serious implica¬ 
tions for tourism in Eilat." Kadosh 
hopes to get the city nominated as 
next year’s host for the Miss 
Universe pageant 

Apart from endangering public 
health and tourism, the flow of 
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sewage into the waters off Eilat is 
likely to cause damage to foe 
corals which could last several 
years. According to Ronni King, 
the chief biologist in foe Eilat 
region for the Nature Protection 
and National Paries Authority, it is 
too early to estimate foe damage 
but it is clear foe effect will be felt 
in the future. 

“The unique aspect of foe Red 
Sea off Eilat is that it does not 
have nutrients in foe water. Now 
with organic material being intro¬ 
duced by the sewage flow, it is 
likely to result in an increase in 
algae,” he said. 

The different types of algae 
affect the corals in different ways, 
some fighting them for space. 
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some sitting on foe corals and 
“suffocating” them and some 
starving the corals of light they 
need to survive. 

“There is no doubt that this type 
of incident affects the natural 
equilibrium of foe gulf.” King 
said. Although the algae grow and 
die fairly rapidly, the effects on the 
corals and environment can be felt 
much longer, be said. 

The relatively “closed” nature 
of foe Gulf of Eilat compounds the 
effects, he noted.

The 
Congo is so huge 
and Rwanda so 
small that a car¬ 
toonist might rep¬ 
resent the pair as a 
flea on an ele¬ 
phant's back. 

It is, however, a 
venomous little 
flea and it has its 
giant neighbor all 
but paralyzed. 

Rwandan forces 
helped Laurent 
Kabila overthrow 
the late Mobutu 
Sese Seko last 
year. He was such 
a monstrous dictator and the 
world was so pleased to see 
him go, few cared about the 
backing behind the rebel Kabila 
- the man from Katanga who 
had become the hope of Zaire. 
In any case, the international 
community retained much 
sympathy for Rwanda's ruling 
Tutsis. The Tutsis had been cru¬ 
elly massacred by the majority 
Hums in Rwanda's infamous 
genocide. 

Now we can see occe again 
that foreign intervention in 
another country’s affairs is a 
messy business. However justi¬ 
fied, as with Bosnia, interven¬ 
tion is easy to get into and the 
devil's own business to get out 
of. 

Byzantium africanus 
The interlinked tribal and 
power politics of the central 
African states of the Congo, 
Democratic Congo, Rwanda, 
Burundi, Angola and Uganda 
are of Byzantine complexity 
and unpredictability. 

There is no brief summary 
that will suffice, no good guys 
and bad guys to identify with. It 
is tempting, if somewhat glib, 
to say they are all bad guys. 

However, there is a danger 
that the Congo's foreign-aidcxl 
internal power struggle could 
degenerate into a real central 
African mess of unimaginable 
proportions. That would almost 
certainly demand real foreign 
intervention, either legalized by 
the United Nations, or justified - 
by:the self-interests of tradition¬ 
al big-power players in Africa. 

• Trying to get a grip on what 
is going on is an exercise in 
dissecting confusion. Leaders 
of seven African states met 
yesterday in Harare, 
Zimbabwe, to assess the crisis, 
and there were rumors Kabila 
might show up. Journalists 
seeking information were 
unceremoniously ejected from 
the meeting place at the nation¬ 
al military headquarters. 

Reporters as usual are the 
messengers requiring shooting, 
rather than an integral part of 
the information flow. A meet¬ 
ing a day earlier of African for¬ 
eign ministers revealed nothing 
beyond a vague report that they 
would "assess" the reports that 
Rwanda and Uganda were aid¬ 
ing the rebellion against 
Kabila.

Bitten hands 

In the Congo itself, the rebels 
claimed to be advancing on 
Kinshasa, the US embassy was 
temporarily closed, and for¬ 
eigners continued to leave by 
plane or feny to Brazzaville, 
just across the river. 
Residents reported 
the city itself to be 
calm, with no sign 
of military activity 
- a euphemism for 
tense, since they 
woke up to a major 
power failure. The 
government has 
admitted that the 
rebels have seized 
the vast Inga dam 
controlling the nar¬ 
row the Congo 
River valley that 
joins the Congo to a 
tiny Atlantic coast 
in the west. Inga not only con¬ 
trols power for Kinshasa, but 
for Brazzaville across the river, 
which was also blacked out. 

While the conflict is just 
beginning to attract internation¬ 
al headlines, its roots go back 
to Rwanda's help in installing 
Kabila, and its trigger came a 
month ago when Kabila bit the 
hands that armed him. 

In July, Kabila fired his 
Rwandan army chief and 
replaced him with an old crony 
(and brother-in-law) from his 
native Katanga- He followed 
this two weeks later by order¬ 
ing Rwandan troops who bad 
backed his war against Mobutu 
to leave the country. 

Five days later, on August 2 
and with an obvious green light 
from Rwanda, Tutsi soldiers 
revolted at the main army bar¬ 
racks in Kinshasa and spread to 
other towns. Soldiers in the east 
declared an all-out rebellion. 

A day later Kabila's foreign 
minister defected to the rebels 
as former loyalties were 
redrawn to new battle lines. 

Fired again 

Within three days, the airport 
at Kisingani in the northeast 
was under attack, the Rwandan 
border was closed and 
Washington and Brussels 
advised their nationals to leave 
the Congo. Africa's latest war 
was under way. 

Kabila accused Rwanda of an 
invasion and threatened to take 
the war into Rwanda itself. He 
also accused Uganda of send¬ 
ing troops to support the 
Rwandans. 

Most disturbing of alL reports 
are coming in of native Tutsis 
being rounded up as “spies" 
and killed in the east - a worry¬ 
ing rerun of the massacre of 
Hutus by Kabila's advancing 
forces in the first war last year. 

A few days ago Kabila 
sacked his buddy army chief 
(brother-in-law), whose 
appointment started the rebel¬ 
lion and whose incompetence 
failed to contain it. Kabila has 
asked Angola for air support, 
Zimbabwe for troops and 
Namibia for logistic help. 

For Rwanda the flea, the ele¬ 
phant may not be easy prey 
this time. But the elephant 
appears not to care how many 
Africans get trampled in the 
process. 


When Clinton admitted to an inappropriate relationship with Ms. Lewinsky, he left his loyal 
defenders - not to mention his most staunch supporter, Hillary — mired in a mortifying niess

I t's never pleasant when the big 
boss urges you out on a shaky 
limb and then saws it off. Pulls 
the rug out from under you. Makes 
you look a fool. 

It’s doubly difficult when your 
boss happens to be president of the 
United States, the leader of the 
free world, and he does all this in 
foil view of the known universe. 

Yet that describes the mortifying 
mess in which President Clinton 
and his most loyal defenders 
found themselves mired Monday. 

As the Monica Lewinsky scan¬ 
dal reached its tawdry nadir, mem¬ 
bers of Clinton's Cabinet and 
senior staff - who have spent the 
last seven months eloquently 
affirming that he didn't have sex 
with die former White House 
intern - were coping with wide¬ 
spread reports that the president 
was admitting to doing just that in 
grand jury testimony before inde¬ 
pendent counsel Kenneth Starr. 
Clinton’s most impassioned pro¬ 
tector, first lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton, was simply coping. 

In his televised speech Monday 
night, Clinton denied perjuring 
himself but admitted misleading 
his wife, among others, about “a 
relationship with Ms. Lewinsky 
that was not appropriate." 

“There has to be a bond of trust 
so that you know your boss is not 
going to stab you in the back," for¬ 
mer White House chief of staff 
Leon Panetta said Monday, blunt¬ 
ly describing the situation. 

“He did put them in an incredi¬ 
bly awkward position, completely 
by virtue of his own actions," said 
former Write House press secre¬ 
tary Dee Dee Myers, who joined 
Clinton's first presidential cam¬ 
paign in 1991. 

“The president has to apologize 
to them in order for all of them to 
go forward." 

The evidence suggests that the 
president made misleading state¬ 
ments about his relationship with 
Lewinsky - not only to the 
American people (“I did not have

“These people went out and did 
their duty, and did it loyally and 
well,” Stephan opoulos said. 
“There's nothing dishonorable 
about taking your boss at his word.”

“The hour is here," NBC's Tom 
Brokaw had intoned at 1 p.m. as 
die Big Three networks briefly 
blitzed the airwaves, planting their 
corporate flags on die climactic 
day of die Monica Lewinsky saga. 

Brokaw lamented “this historic 
and sad day in the republic of the 
United Slates." ABC's Peter 
Jennings tossed to George 
Stephanopoulos, who said 
“sources" had told him that his 
former colleague Paul Begala was 
helping draft a prime-time speech. 

The turf was soon ceded to the 
cable outlets for what Fox News 
Channel billed as “The 
Showdown." 

On MSNBC, Tim Russert 
unearthed a juicy nugget White 
House staffers had started a pool 
on what word their boss would use

to describe his relationship with 
Lewinsky, the winner being “inap¬ 
propriate." By 2 p.m. the only 
thing we knew for sure was that 
the Dow was up 86 points. 

At 2:50, Fox ran a clip of a fin¬ 
ger-wagging Clinton saying: “I 
did not have sexual relations with 
that woman." At 3 p.m., Clinton 
popped up on CNN: “I did not 
have sexual relations..." 

Wall Street was far from upset: 
the Dow was up 139. 

With so much time to fill, there 
were blasts from the pasL Fox ran 
a report dubbed “All the 
President's Women," with sound 
bites from Gennifer Flowers, 
Dolly Kyle Browning, Elizabeth 
Ward Gracen, Paula Jones and 
Kathleen Willey. 

CNN aired a clip of Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, emerging from 
her grand jury testimony on 


Whitewater: “I do not know how 
foe billing records came to be 
found where they were found.” 

Anchors continued to probe the 
president's state of mind. “Is he 
mad at himself?" asked MSNBC's 
Ed Gordon. 

“That's a good question," said 
Washington Post reporter David 
Maraniss. 

At 5:02 p.m., NBC’s John 
Palmer appeared in the rain from 
the White House lawn: “We've 
learned this - that there have been 
several breaks." Another CNN 
flashback, at 5:30: “I did not have 
sexual relations ..." The Dow 
closed up 149.85. 

Fox, at 6:05: “I did not have ...” 
The president finished testifying at 
6:25. 

Five minutes later, ABC’s Sam 
Donaldson cited sources in report¬ 
ing that Clinton "did in fact 


change his story” and testified to 
an “inappropriate" relationship 
with Lewinsky. NBCs Claire 
Shipman and CNN's Wolf Blitzer 
followed suit. Fox’s David Shuster 
added that “according to inves¬ 
tigative sources,” Clinton “did not 
answer every question posed to 
him." 

At 6:43, Ointon attorney David 
Kendall emerged outside foe 
South Portico, said the president 
had testified “truthfully” and 
hoped this would bring “closure" 
to foe investigation.

Real IRA claims 
credit for Omagh

BELFAST (Reuters) - A rene¬ 
gade republican splinter group 
known as the Real IRA said yes¬ 
terday it carried out the bomb 
attack which killed 28 people 
and injured more than 220 in die 
town of Omagh on Saturday. 

The claim, describing the 
attack as part of a “war against 
the Brits," came in a telephone 
call to die Dublin office of a 
Belfast newspaper as die 
province began a week of funer¬ 
als and mourning for the victims 
of the blasL 

A male caller apologized for 
the deaths, saying the group had 
given three warnings before the 
explosion. 

“Despite media reports it was 
not our intention at any time to 
kill any civilians. It was a com¬ 
mercial target, part of die ongo¬ 
ing war against the Brits. We 
offer apologies to the civilians,” 
he said 

Meanwhile, hundreds turned 
out in a village near Armagh to 
bury the first bombing victims. 

Dressed in their best clothes, 
the three surviving children of 
Avril Monaghan walked with 
relatives bearing her coffin and 
a dny white casket containing 
the body of 18-month-old 
Maura. 


Avril Monaghan, 30, who was 
expecting twins next month, 
had been on a shopping trip to 
Omagh with daughter Maura 
and her mother Mary Grimes, 
65. The three family members 
caught the full force of the 
blast 

Father Laurence Dawson 
asked the 300 mourners inride 
the church and scores more lis¬ 
tening outside to pray for “Avril 
as she takes her little angel 
Maura with her to heaven." 

He asked God to “begin the 
healing process" in the rural 
community in and around 
Omagh where Catholics and 
Protestants have lived side by 
side for years in relative harmo¬ 
ny. 

Britain’s Prince Charles was 
to visit Omagh later yesterday to 
meet some of the 220 injured 
survivors and to talk to nurses, 
doctors, and ambulance staff 
involved in rescue work. 

British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair insisted in an emotional 
letter in the province's two 
leading newspapers yesterday 
that the bombing would only 
strengthen his will to bring 
peace to the province. 

“We must not lose our nerve,” 
Blair wrote in in the Protestant 
Belfast Newsletter and the 
Catholic Irish News. 


Balloonist Fossett 
thought he would die

TOWNSVILLE, Australia 
(Reuters') - “I’m going to die,” 
US adventurer Steve Fossett said 
out loud to himself as his balloon 
fell 8,840 meters into the South 
Pacific after it was torn apart in a 
thunderstorm. 

Fossett tried to desperately 
slow his balloon’s rapid descent, 
before laying on his back in his 
capsule to await what he thought 
would be a fatal impact with the 
ocean below. Miraculously, be 
suffered only a bruise and few 
cuts in his fall, which ended his 
fourth attempt to become the first 
person to circumnavigate the 
world non-stop in a balloon. 

“Frankly, it's good to be alive ” 
Fossett told reporters in. a news 
conference from aboard the New 
Zealand naval tanker Endeavor 
yesterday as the ship headed 
towards die northern Australian 
port of Townsville. 

Fossett said he got caught in a 
severe thunderstorm near the 
Solomon Islands early on 
Monday rooming- , 

The cold air cooled his balloon 
Solo Spirit, as he desperately 
fired his burners in an attempt to 
rise above the storm, but the bal¬ 
loon began to descend at more 
than 2,500 feet a minute. Fossett 
was sucked into the fierce thun- 
derstorm in which sheets of hail 
began tearing its fabric apart. 

“1 was drawn down... down 
into a thunderstorm and the bal¬ 


loon ruptured," said Fossett, 54, 
who had already crashed three 
times in balloons while attempt¬ 
ing to fly around the world. 

“As I was going through die 
thunderstorm, the balloon was 
just being thrown from one side 
to another, was visibly tearing 
and [there were) tremendous 
amounts of hail - the hail would 
just come in huge sheets and 
cover me,” Fossett said. “And I 
said out loud, ‘Fra going to die.*” 

Fossett said that as his balloon 
began to fall he prepared for die 
impact below by jettisoning a 
number of gas tanks in a bid to 
lighten the balloon and soften die 
impact. 

“Then I laid down on the bench 
in the capsule for the impact and 
happily die impact wasn’t too 
bad,” Fossett said. 

Fossett said his capsule imme¬ 
diately turned upside down and 
began to sink in die shark-infest¬ 
ed waters and his burners started 
burning die capsule, giving off a 
choking resin smoke. 

He clambered out of die burn¬ 
ing capsule and into a small lifer- 
aft, hoping once the fire burnt out 
he could be able to climb back 
inside the bumt-out shell until 
rescued. 

Finally, Fossett drifted away 
from the balloon and capsule and 
managed to switch on a satellite 
distress beacon. A French mili¬ 
tary aircraft later spotted Fossett 
and dropped him a liferaft with 
water and food supplies. 
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UN special envoy tells reporters: 

Iraq still refusing to cooperate 


BAGHDAD (Reuters) - Baghdad is stand¬ 
ing by its decision to suspend cooperation 
with UN weapons inspectors, UN special 
envoy in Iraq Prakash Shah said yesterday . 

“There is no change in Iraq’s decision 
announced on August 5,” Shah told 
reporters. 

His comments echoed similar remarks by 
Iraq’s UN envoy on Monday, referring to an 
earlier announcement that Baghdad would 
not cooperate with UN weapons inspection 
teams until they were restructured to elimi¬ 
nate alleged US influence. 

“However. Iraq will continue the dia¬ 
logue... to carry on cooperation with the 
United Nations with die aim of ending the 
sanctions regime and end the oil embargo,” 
Shah said. 

Shah, the special envoy of Secretary- 


General Kofi Annan, has held two meetings 
with Deputy Prime MinisterTariq Aziz since 
he arrived last Thursday. He conveyed a 
message from Annan urging Iraq to resume 
cooperation with UN Special Commission 
(UNSCOM) weapons inspectors. 

Shah said be conveyed to Aziz a message 
from Annan stressing the need for Iraq “to 
fully comply with its obligations and rele¬ 
vant Security Council resolutions." 

He said if Baghdad reconsidered its deci¬ 
sion to halt cooperation with UN arms 
inspectors, the Security Council would be 
ready to discuss other issues, which 
observers said might be a reference to UN 
trade sanctions imposed on Iraq for its 1990 
invasion of Kuwait. 

“1 also stressed that reconsideration by 
Iraq of its decision of August 5 would make 


it possible for die council to focus on broad¬ 
er issues involved.” he said. 

Shah said he would go to New York today 
and brief the Security Council on his talks 
with the Iraqis tomorrow. 

The Security Council gave the go-ahead 
late on Monday for full-scale operations by 
UN weapons inspectors in Iraq, despite the 
Baghdad government's continuing refusal to 
cooperate. 

Letters the council agreed to send to the 
heads of UNSCOM and the Internationa] 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) stressed that 
Iraq is obliged to provide the necessary 
cooperation. 

UNSCOM is charged with scrapping 
Iraq’s ballistic missiles, biological and 
chemical weapons. 

It and die IAEA, given the task of moni¬ 


toring Iraq’s nuclear program, last week sus¬ 
pended weapons Inspections at new sites in 
Iraq after Baghdad's decision to halt cooper¬ 
ation. 

But UNSCOM experts have continued to 
monitor sites already identified by inspec¬ 
tors looking for evidence of prohibited 
weapons. 

The UN weapons inspectors are waiting 
for instructions from their headquarters in 
New York to resume full inspections of 11391 
arms sites, a UN official in Baghdad said 
yesterday. 

Iraq has repeatedly accused UNSCOM of 
being influenced by the US to prolong 
weapons inspections. The country must be 
certified flee of all weapons of mass destruc¬ 
tion before the UN can lift die economic 
sanctions. 


Burma 
announces 
meeting with 
opposition 
figure 

BANGKOK (AP) - Burma’s 
military regime yesterday 
announced what it described as 
“the first in a series of meetings" 
between a top general and the 
chairman of the opposition party 
of pro-democracy leader Aung 
San Suu Kyi. 

A news release from the gov¬ 
ernment received in Bangkok, 
Thailand said Lt.-Gen. Khin 
Nyunt, a leading figure in the 
ruling junta, met for 45 minutes 
yesterday afternoon with Aung 
Sbwe. chairman of Suu Kyi’s 
National League for Democracy. 

The statement said participants 
described the talks as “open, 
frank, and cordial.” 

The announcement, which 
could not immediately be con¬ 
firmed, is significant because 
such a meeting could be a break¬ 
through in efforts to begin a dia¬ 
logue between the government 
and the country’s pro-democratic 
opposition. 

The meeting came as Suu Kyi 
remained encamped in a seventh 
day of protest on a road outside 
the capital, protesting a govern¬ 
ment ban on her traveling to 
meet her supporters in the coun¬ 
tryside. 

The league, which is the major 
opposition party in Burma, has 
declined previous invitations 
this year to meet with the gov¬ 
ernment because Suu Kyi had 
not been invited. The party’s 
position was that the government 
should not dictate who should 
represent it. 

Khin Nyunt was quoted as say¬ 
ing that “we hope this is the first 
in a series of confidence building 
talks between the government 
and the NLD. We have had a 
fruitful meeting and we also 
have appreciated the NLD’s 
acceptance of our offer of a 
meeting."

Albright pays tribute to bombing victims

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (AP) -$JS 
Secretary of State Madeleine Albright yeker- 
day paid tribute to bombing victims and 
embassy staffers in East Africa, demonstrating 
American solidarity and promising to track 
down the perpetrators. 

“Together, we promise to bring to justice the 
murderers of our friends,” she told about 200 
American and Tanzanian embassy workers, 
whom she presented with the State 
Department’s award for heroism. 

Officials in Kenya and Tanzania also hoped 
she would ultimately announce new aid to their 
countries, where die August 7 terrorist blasts 
killed 257 people in Nairobi and Dar es Salaam. 

FBI agents, meanwhile, pushed ahead with 
their investigation into the bombings. In a joint 
statement with Kenyan police, the bureau said 
Monday that a suspect who was returned from 
Pakistan had not admitted any role in die 
crimes or implicated anyone else after three 
days. 

That appeared to conflict with reports out of 


Pakistan which said suspect Mohammed 
Saddiq Odeh had confessed and named his co- 
conspirators. The reports also said die man had 
ties to renegade Saudi multimillionaire .Osama 
bin Laden, who is accused of sponsoring terror¬ 
ist attacks. 

Albright spent about five hours in Tanzania 
before heading to Nairobi in a small plane, 
when the Boeing 747 she had flown in from 
Washington was determined to have mechani¬ 
cal problems. 

In Dar es Salaam, she laid a wreath next 10 
the crater left by the blast, then she handed a 
folded American flag to a line of seven Marines 
standing at attention. Wearing a white con¬ 
struction helmet, she also toured the damaged 
inside. 

Media also were allowed inside for the fust 
time since die explosion. Broken glass and 
smashed furniture were scattered throughout 
the embassy. 

“If it had not been constructed the way it was. 
we would have had a lot of people dead." US 
Embassy spokesman Dudley Simms said. 

Albright helped hang a poster on an outside 


wall of the embassy compound, advertising the 
. previously announced reward of up to $2 mil¬ 
lion for information leading to the bombers' 
arrest „ ... 

She then lavished praise, and heroes' cita¬ 
tions, on embassy staffers at the residence of 
John Lang, head of die US mission in Tanzania, 
before meeting with bombing victims at the 
Muhimbili Medical Center aid with govern¬ 
ment officials. 

Albright announced a gift of225 kilograms of 
medical supplies to Tanzania and Kenya from 
the Walter Reed Army Medical Center near 
Washington, and promised government aid for 
Tanzania, but was not specific. 

Officials in die two African countries are 
counting on substantial compensation for vic¬ 
tims’ families along with assurances of aid for 
the governments, whose key tourism industries 
were dealt a blow by the bombing. 

“A visit alone without any tangible material 
help and mere condemnation of the terrorists 
will not do,” said the East African Standard, a 
private newspaper close to the Kenyan govern¬ 
ment, in an editorial yesterday. 


Americans leave Pakistan, vow to return 


ISLAMABAD (AP) - About 200 
Americans left Pakistan yesterday after 
their government deemed the country 
unsafe, but US Ambassador Thomas 
Simons vowed they would be back. 

Simons is among the diplomats who 
remained behind as their families, non- 
essential staff and their relatives departed 
under State Department orders following 
the August 7 bombings of the US embassies 
in Nairobi, Kenya, and Dar es Salaam, 
Thnzania. 

“The Americans always come back. We 
have very Important business to conduct in 


this country," Simons told reporters after 
arriving at the airport with the evacuees in 
a convoy of four buses, the ambassador’s 
car, and a few police motorcycle outriders, 
their sirens blaring. A plane carrying die 
evacuees took off hours later. 

Though ordinary Americans have been 
strongly advised to leave as well, few took 
up their government’s offer of a ride on the 
charter plane booked to fly diplomatic staff 
and relatives to Brussels. 

“People are thinking about leaving, but 
there is no general rush for the exits,” 
Simons said. “They’re going to continue to 


watch the situation. But they’re calm, as 
we are calm. 

Americans not connected with the 
embassy were briefed by Simons Monday, 
hours after learning of the evacuation order. 

Many said that despite the seriousness of 
the warning and the sudden departure of 
much of die embassy staff, they were 
inclined to stay for the time being because 
there had been no specific threat against 
Americans in Pakistan. 

“It is a general pattern of threat that 
we’re responding to,” Simons said yester¬ 
day. 


Similar measures have been taken at US 
Embassies in Asmara, Eritrea; Tirana, 
Albania; and Ulan Bator, Mongolia On 
Monday, Simons dismissed the possibility 
the LIS was planning to use Pakistan as a 
staging ground for an attack on a terrorist 
leader holed up in neighboring 
Afghanistan who has been identified as a 
possible suspect in the African bombings. 

Pakistani Foreign Minister Sartaj Aziz 
added his country had not been asked to 
facilitate any attack on Osama bin Laden, 
who the US has accused of sponsoring ter¬ 
rorism around the world.

Bangkok meets MiamiBeaeH 

Thai government officials and shrewd businessmen are trying tp clean 
up the Pattaya resort’s sex-trade image and attract family yacatiPnefs

PATTAYA, Thailand - Life 
changed here forever on June 29, 
19S9, die day four truckloads of 
soldiers on leave pulled into this 
sleepy fishing village. They took a 
look around, saw some beautiful 
women and stayed for a week. The 
Americans returned to their base, 
at Nakhon Ratchasima. and 
spread the word. 

Thus was bom one of Southeast 
Asia's most famous beach resorts 
—a center for soldiers on rest and 
recuperation during the Vietnam 
War and for UN peace-keeping 
troops during the Cambodian mis¬ 
sion of the early 1990s - and, 
today, for Thais and foreigners in 
search of, well, most of the same 
pleasures the soldiers embraced. 

This onetime village has mush¬ 
roomed into a sex-and-sand resort 
with 400,000 inhabitants - 
including 3,000 prostitutes - 800 
bars and more hotel rooms 
(30,000) than Singapore. It attract¬ 
ed nearly 2 million visitors 
between January and June, a 4 
percent increase, even as most 
Asian markets were seeing their 
tourism industry dry up. 

But city fathers are worried. 
They’re trying to take the edge off 
Pattaya's Wild West reputation, if 
not its wickedness, and sell the 


resort to family vacationers: golf, 
beaches, good restaurants and 
great bargains while the local cur¬ 
rency, the baht, remains 
depressed. 

“The sex image is something 
that dates back 20,30 years,” said 
Sethaphan Buddhani, the local 
director of tourism. “Of course, 
sex is still here, but in our market¬ 
ing I don't emphasize it or deny it 
If you're not here for service girls, 
then how about trying one of our 
15 golf courses?” 

The high-density “hostess” and 
“host” bars on the south side of 
Pattaya have tended to attract a 
fairly low-end class of tourists as 
well as a sizable number of active 
and retired international criminals 
involved in prostitution, drug traf¬ 
ficking, money laundering and 
credit-card fraud. 

Even Thailand's prime minis ter 
described Pattaya last year as a 
dirty city and promised to clean up 
die place. To demonstrate his seri¬ 
ousness, Thai officials bused in 
foreign journalists 90 miles from 
Bangkok - hosting dinner at an 
open-air restaurant next to Suzie's 
Massage Parlor - and put 1,000 
additional police officers on duty 
in the city. 

But police haven't had much 
luck explaining the deaths of 45 
foreigners under mysterious cir¬ 


cumstances in 1996 and *97. 
Detectives, for instance, found die 
body of a 54-year Englidunan in 
the harbor last year and ruied his 
death a suicide. The local paper,' 
the Pattaya Mail, pointed but that 
it would have been difficultfor the 
man to commit suicide: TBs legs 
and aims were bound and a rock 
was attached by tope to his waist 

The Mail has been a leader in 
the campaign to rid Pattaya of its 
European and Russian gangster 
influence and to pitch the resort to 
tourists who do not favor tattoos 
and shaved heads. 

“Pattaya's residents want family 
values and respectability,” the 
Mail editorialized. “But the town’s 
poor image doesn't come from 
nowhere. Though beautiful, 
Pattaya is not Snow White; she 
does not have a jealous stepmoth¬ 
er trying to poison her.” 

An American who is building an 
upscale restaurant here but did not 
want to be identified by name said 
that five years ago, “I wouldn’t 
have put one cent in Pattaya. It 
was a dirty place, the roads were a 
mess, tiie average foreigner who 
lived here was either a guy mi a 
pension or some bum who didn’t 
have two dimes to rub together, 
and the local government didn’t 
seem to care about the city. But 
that’s all changing.”

For a 
medium, television, with an 
immense, almost unquenchable 
appetite for the vulgar and taste¬ 
less, Stem theoretically presents a 
true litmus test: How immense?

vid disc collectors have 
long been starching music 

_ ^stores all over the world for 

what are known in the business as 
historical recordings. These are 
decades-old recordings that have 
suddenly appeared on the CD mar¬ 
ket. Many are pirate recordings, 
taped at public performances and 
sold at relatively cheap prices on 
snail private labels. The CDs are 
sold without a booklet and often 
have bad sound quality. 

Yet these are invaluable, intrigu¬ 
ing recordings that feature the great 
musicians of yesteryear in their best 
performances. As a result, even the 
more established (fisc companies 
have entered the historical record¬ 
ings business despite the major 
problem of sound quality. 

Recorded with rather primitive 
equipment, there is an accompany¬ 
ing hiss on the recordings that can 
be annoying. Of course, there are 
some lustoncal recordings that are 
in better condition than otters, but 
on the whole the idea is that you 
enjoy the great interpreters of. the 
past only at the price of poor sound. 

But now the troubles are oven 
In recent weeks, a new label of 
historical recordings has been intro¬ 
duced - Dante. Its catalog is 
immense and growing, the discs are 
sold at budget price (less than 

NIS 40) and fee sound quality is the 

best I have encountered in such 
recordings. Also, Dante discs are 
sold with first-rate booklets that 
include period photographs of the 
performance. 

Granted, the Dante musicians are 
not today’s stars, but they were hot 
tickets in their day, and now one 
can enjoy their artistic legacy, their 
integrity and power of interpreta¬ 
tion on disc. 

There is no way to cover the 
entire Dante label in a column or to 
listen to all the discs over one or 


two weekends, so everyone has to 
make a choice. 

Some would go for music they 
know, others would opt for the 
famous artists and yet others might 
look for names they are not familiar 
with or those they only remotely 
heard o£ Yet whatever you choose, 
you end up with a winner with a 
Dante disc. The repertoire and 
artists’ roster is gigantic and literal¬ 
ly each and every disc promises 
earthly and, one might be tempted 
to say, heavenly delights. 

The greatest pleasure, as far as I 
am concerned, is the opportunity to 
bear some of the famous, yet poor¬ 
ly recorded, musicians of the past. 
The list is never-ending. 

Flutist Marcel Moyse (1889- 
1984) reveals a haunting, hypnotic 
sound when playing French impres¬ 
sionistic music (Marcel Moyse: 
Debussy, Ibert, VoL 2 LYS 352). 
Here is a musician whose artistry is 
supreme, whose musicianship is 
captivating and whose sincerity is 
faultless. I would eagerly listen to 
anything he had recorded. 

Then there is the incomparable 
Benno Moiseivitch (1890-1963) 
whose Liszt disc (Benno 
Moiseivitch joue Franz Liszt, HPC 
017) is one of the greatest piano 
discs to have reached the market in 
recent years. It is passionate, 
romantic piano playing at its very 
best, revealing a great pianist in his 
prime. But he is not the only pianist 
on die Dante roster 

Tie intriguing and mesmerizing 
Alfred Cortot (1877-1958) breathes 
supreme intensity and evocative 
emotions into sonatas by Franck 
and Debussy (Alfred Cortot: 
Franck. Debussy ; HPC 013). 

Musicians who ate very well rep¬ 
resented in the major catalog these 
days are revealed on Dante discs as 
they were in earlier days. 

Everyone who dunks he has 
savored enough of violinist David 
Oistrakb (1908-1974) should listen 
to his mid-'.40s recordings (Le 
jeune David Oistrakh, Volume 2 •- 
four (fiscs -LYS 353-356) in which 
be plays the concern tty Brahms,

Bruch. Tchaikovsky and others 
with magnificent spark, elan and 
vivacity. 

Emil Giiels (1916-1985) is 
revealed with his poetic charm and 
young, innocent beauty as a pianist 
in the ’30s for whom musicianship 
and emotions go hand in hand (Le 
jeune Emil CUels, Volume J, HPC 
098). 

And then there is the one and only 
Dinu Lipatti (1917-1950), a pianist 
and composer who performs his 
own compositions and music by 
Geoige Enescu with beauty and 
finesse (Enescu et Lipatti, HPC 
091-92). 

Composer Dmitri Shostakovich 


(1906-1975) is revealed as a great 
pianist in his second piano trio and 
other works recanted in the ’40s. 
(Dmitri Chostakovitch par Iw- 
meme, LYS 369-370) 

Violinist composer Fritz Kreisler 
(1875-1962) emerges with all his 
magical charm and intensity as be 
plays both his own music and the 
Beethoven violin sonatas (Fritz 
Kreisler: Beethoven, LYS 033-35). 

The vocal category of Dante is 
impressive as well, with singers 
like Hugues Cuenod, Hans Hotter, 
Marko Rodunuller, Lotte Lehmann 
and many others. Dante also offers 
full opera recordings from the first 
half of the century, for example, 
Yevgeni Onegin, Faust, Der 
Rosenkavctlier - each revealing 
more than a few intriguing and 
rewarding moments. 

Dante is one of the most wel¬ 
come additions to the global disc 
market, and the fact that these 
discs, sold for full price in 
Europe, are available here at bud¬ 
get price is even a greater bonus. 
After all, who can afford to miss, 
with such prices and quality, the 
legendary performances of con¬ 
ductors such as Felix 
Weingartner, Willem Mengettxng, 
Fritz Reiner, Arturo Toscanini, 
Bruno Walter and Wilhelm 
FurtwSngler to name just a few; 
not to mention pianists like Annie 
Fischer, Arthur Schnabel. 
Wilhelm Kempff, Claudio Arrau 
and Sergei Rachmaninoff.

Channel 2 nominates documentaries 

The Second Television and Radio Authority (STRA) has 
entered six Channel 2 documentaries in the documentary divi¬ 
sion of the 1998 Israeli “Academy Awards." 

Three of the six, Being Here, Being There. Coming Home and 
Tuba and Migdal have been screened. 

Pan of the funding for such documentaries came from the 
close to NIS 1.2 billion that STRA has invested in original pro¬ 
gramming since Channel 2 was inaugurated in November 1993.

Concert proceeds benefit 
the Jerusalem Post Pms. 
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For Clinton, a fling too far 


B ill Clinton is the first baby-boomer pres¬ 
ident of the United States. As such he 
carried into office with him all the assets 
and all the liabilities of that post-war genera¬ 
tion.

Neither was smoking marijuana or free love - 
playing jazz saxophone was about all that was left 
that was acceptable. The Clinton that came out of 
the 50s and 60s remained the same brilliant, affa¬ 
ble libertarian. It was the times and attitudes that 
had changed around him. Or ratter they had par¬ 
tially changed. It is mainly Clinton’s right-wing 
political enemies who have dogged his path 
relentlessly, calling him and his wife to task for 
every mistake or misdemeanor they may have 
committed in long and complex political lives. 

Yet the American people have twice held refer- 
endums on his assets arid liabilities, and decided 
both times that they still wanted him for their pres¬ 
ident A vast number of them are baby boomers 
like himself; they may have calmed down and 
become more serious with age. but they have been 
consistently loyal to the one from their midst who 
has not only remained approachable and unpreten¬ 
tious. but who promised to fill (heir wallets with an 
economic miracle - and has done so. 

Unlike John F. Kennedy, whose alleged phi¬ 
landering was never an issue during his short 
term, Clinton is still paying the price for espous¬ 
ing a life of libertarian values (or lack of them) 
in a system that is basically puritanical, judg¬ 
mental. hypocritical and intolerant Were he not 
in politics, the Monica. Lewinsky affair and 
other alleged “bimbo" indiscretions of his over- 
active sex life would simply be the stuff of sor¬ 
did suburban gossip. 

It is ironic that the man who fought a furious 
military establishment for the right of homosexu¬ 
als to serve - his fust naive blunder as president - 
should be almost crippled by a good old-fash¬ 
ioned heterosexual affair. What if Clinton had 
been caught in a gay tryst and forced to out him¬ 
self in public? Would the hounds be baying as 
loudly as they have been over Lewinsky, or would 
that have been too politically incorrect? 

Being caught in illicit sex and then lying about 
it may be squalid, embarrassing and tacky, rather 
than “inappropriate ” but the US Congress would 
do well to pause before it considers making it an 


impeachable offense. The amazing support 
Clinton continues to gamer from the public offers 
some hope that despite the unrelenting campaign 
to “get him” and the near-hysterical media circus, 
the American people retain an admirable core of 
common sense. 

There is no denying that this strange tale of a 
highly talented, likable and over-sexed president, 
is a valid news story. But it is not a Watergate, a 
Cambodia bombing, or an Iran-Contra affair. It is 
an embarrassing family scandal, and not the first 
one to be played out in the White House, either. It 
is nonsense to present it as a crisis in the leader¬ 
ship of the free world. 

Every vested interest will make bay while the 
scandal shines - already the Palestinians have 
made the ridiculous propaganda claim that 
Clinton is now so weakened “that he will be 
unable to pressure Israel." Yet, even in most of the 
Arab world, where one might expect high moral 
indignation for Clinton's behavior, reports sug¬ 
gest that most people consider the issue a private 
matter. Ordinary citizens are more impressed by a 
system that can make the most powerful man in 
the land appear before a jury of ordinary citizens. 

In Europe too, the Clinton-Lewinsky affair is 
played out as an item of titillation, gossip or jokes. 
Russia’s media have given the story scant atten¬ 
tion. and most Europeans prefer to mock the hys¬ 
teria of the American media and the tiny 
Washington gossip circle carried away with its 
own importance. Clinton is due to visit Ireland in 
early September and it will become clear there 
that he is far from played out or disregarded as a 
world leader and as a moral force for good, in try¬ 
ing to find a way to end the real obscenities in the 
world, such as violence and terrorism. 

As many commentators have noted, the mys¬ 
tery remains as to why Clinton has squandered 
his historical legacy as a good president, who 
might even have been a great one. Even after the 
derision and the chuckles have faded, the sexu¬ 
al scandals of bis term will linger long after he- 
has left office. He deserves to be assessed for 
his job creation and other economic-initiatives, 
and for foreign policy successes in Bosnia and 
Ireland. His presidency needs to be analyzed for 
its weaknesses, in Medicare reform, in dealing 
with Saddam Hussein. 

His presidency does not deserve simply to be 
dismissed as one long Zippergare. That has been 
Clinton's greatest and most unfathomable mis¬ 
take. Having been generously forgiven by his 
fellow Americans for past indiscretions, he just 
had to have one more fling in the Oval Office. 
That was a fling too far. 

Clinton had so much going for him. Historians 
will wonder for decades where it all went.

A $40 million faucet 


T he evidence is that David 
Kendall and William 
Clinton think together in 
absolute pitch.

The moloch of nationalism 


I have been taken to task in the 
past for comparing the Israeli 
and Irish situations. But fol¬ 
lowing this week’s deadly bomb¬ 
ings in the market town of 
Omagh, one cannot but raise 
questions concerning the furore 
of the Irish peace process and 
what, if anything, can be learned 
from Israel’s own bitter experi¬ 
ence with terrorism even after 
the onset of the Oslo Accords. 

The scenes from Northern 
Ireland are all too familiar for 
those of us who have witnessed 
the deadly suicide bombings 
which took place in Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem in the aftermath of the 
Oslo Accords and which, to a 
large extent, brought about the 
change in government in Israel 
in 1996 and the subsequent 
slowdown in the peace process. 

The setting of Ireland provides 
an appropriate background for 
this week's international confer¬ 
ence on National Conflict, 
Transnationalism and 

Democracy. As we sit in the idyl¬ 
lic setting of Maynooth, just out¬ 
side Dublin, we appreciate the 
pride with which the inhabitants 
of the independent Republic of 
Ireland value their own sover¬ 
eignly, while as we move on to 
Belfast, we will come face to 
face with the less idyllic realities 
of Catholic-Protestant rivalry, 
mutual distrust and extremist ter¬ 
rorism. 

Nationalism has been the most 
powerful and, at the same time, 
the most destructive ideology of 
the twentieth century. It is an 
ideology which evolved during 
the second part of the nineteenth 
century, reaching its peak at the 
end of World War l, as much of 
the world - particularly Europe 
and the Middle East - was 
carved up into new political enti¬ 
ties, spurred on by the edict of 
the then- US president Woodrow 
Wilson: “a state for every 
nation." It was during this period 
that the Balfour Declaration was 
issued on behalf of Zionist 
nationalism and, at rhe same 
time, the struggle for Irish 
"home rule" took place. 

MUCH blood has been spilled in 
the name of nationalism. In their

respective quests for national 
independence. Catholics and 
Protestants in Ireland, as Jews 
and Arabs in Israel/Palestine, 
have killed and been killed as 
they endeavour to mark out their 
exclusive territories. Extremist 
groups on both sides have never 
hesitated to use the most deadly 
of means to assert their own 
rights and, at the same time, to 
prevent (he aspirations of the 
Other from being realized.

Israeli experiences of terrorism 
and violence in the name of 
nationalism so bitter has been 
die religious dimension of the 

national conflict. 

When your right to statehood 
and independence is interpreted 
as being some form of Divine 
right, as though it is some form 
of exclusive truth which no other 
group has a right to contest, the 
acts of terrorism and atrocities 
are ail that greater. Those who 
kill and murder in the name of 
God do so with little regard for 
human life, democracy or 
respect for the rtghLs of Others. 

But it makes no difference 
what your political views are - 
there can never be any justifica¬ 
tion for the scenes of carnage 
which were witnessed in Omagh 
this week, or which occurred in 
Dizengoff Center in 1996. 
People cannot promote their own 
nationalist aspirations by deny¬ 
ing the basic human righLs of the 
Other. Nationalism without 
humanity or democracy is a 
moloch, a monster, which has 


continually brought out the 
worst in humankind. 

The Northern Ireland peace 
process stands ar a very shaky 
juncture. While political leaders 
have expressed their continued 
support for the process, there is 
increasing skepticism and pes¬ 
simism. 

The traditional FRA leadership 
is being outflanked by the 
extremists, much in the same 
way that Yasser Arafat became 
outflanked by the Hamas. Those 
Protestant and Unionist leaders, 
such as Reverend Ian Paisley, 
opposed to the peace process in 
the first place, use this act of ter¬ 
rorism as a means of influencing 
the British government to stop 
the process in its tracks, much in 
the same way as right-wing reli¬ 
gious settler opposition to the 
Oslo process used Hamas terror¬ 
ism as a means of slowing down 
any further moves toward 
national reconciliation in Israel. 

But there does remain one 
important difference. While the 
bus bombings in Israel resulted 
in the election of on intransigent, 
anti-peace process government 
which has done everything pos¬ 
sible to slow the process down 
during the past two years, this 
does not appear likely to be the 
case in Northern Ireland. The 
government of Tony Blair, with 
its huge majority, remains in 
place and is only more deter¬ 
mined to make sure that the 
process continues and that ter¬ 
rorism does not triumph as it has 
in Israel. 

It is, of course, difficult - if not 

impossible - to persuade those 
who have been directly affected 
by the acts of terrorism to con¬ 
tinue to support a process which 
does not appear to have brought 
any greater sense of security or 
stability. But the alternative is 
even more violence and surren¬ 
der to acts of terrorism. The 
moloch of religious nationalism 
has once again reared its ugly 
face, and it remains to be seen 
whether the Irish people are 
courageous enough to rise above 
these terrible events in their 
attempt to move toward a politi¬ 
cal solution to their bitter con¬ 
flict.

None of the disks has to be 
installed; it’s truly plug in and 
play. 

The program is operated with 
the World Book’s “Power CD” 
system. Starting with disk 1 
(sponges, anemones, corals and 
flatworms) through disk 10 
(canids through sheep), each CD- 
ROM includes a multimedia pre¬ 
sentation that summarizes the 
entire collection as well as high¬ 
lighting the disk currently in your 
drive.

In the worid of multimedia soft- ' 
ware, each year brings a harvest of 
more sophisticated products that 
use more memory and offer more 
eye-catching, breathtaking graph¬ 
ics. But not in this package, meant 
for pre-schoolers. 

Gordisk seems to have been held 
over from a previous software 
generation (about three yearg ago), 
when animation was primitive and 
children were excited just by the 
idea of interacting with images on 
the screen. Some of the games 
even require users to press arrow 
or letter keys instead of clicking 
on the mouse. 

Compedia, it seems, took mater¬ 
ial from old, previously released 
disks, added some new material 
and suited die programs to 
Windows 95, in addition to 
Windows 3.1. The quality is way 
behind that of current edutainment 
for young children. 

One suspects that the package 
includes three separate disks to 
make parents feel that they're get¬ 
ting a Jot of product for a small 
price. But although some children 
may enjoy it, the product offers 
little challenge to six-year-olds. 

Die first disk, Balonei Otiot, 
reaches the Hebrew letters in 
script and print A variety of 
pedestrian games then test what 
the child has learned.

Kids can also save 
numbers trapped in a burning build¬ 
ing: Click on the keyboard anows to 
get the fireman to the right floor 

One odd feature is astory told to 
Gordi. the green elf hero of the 
Compedia series, by his equally 
greeiTgrandfather. Grandpa tells 
how he managed to survive a ship¬ 
wreck, and explains mathematical 
principles such as “more” or 

“less” along the way. 

The Mis’hakei Hashiva (think¬ 
ing games) disk functions at up to 
six levels of difficulty and, accord¬ 
ing to Compedia, is suited for chil¬ 
dren aged three to seven. Users 
must find their way through a maze 
(again using the arrow keys instead 
ofthe mouse); add missing parts of 
16 different pictures: and select 
missing parts to match geometric 
ficures or pictures of objects. None 
of these games is likely to increase 
your child’s IQ- 


O ne Saturday morning on the 
sidelines of a soccer game, 
where mothers keep one eye 
on the action while sharing their tri¬ 
umphs and confessing their failures 
to other mothers, a friend cold me 
of die time she retrieved her star¬ 
tled teen aged daughters from a par¬ 
ent-less house where they had been 
harmlessly hanging out with a cou¬ 
ple of platonic male friends. 

In the car on the way home, she 
tried to explain her caution to her 
outraged girls; “Look, you don’t 
understand what it is like for boys. 
They will do anything, say any¬ 
thing to get you into bed...” 

She was stunned into silence by 
her daughters’ explicit response, 
which was that they shared the 
urgent sexual needs commonly 
attributed to boys. 

It came as a revelation to this 
mother, but it should be a warning 
to us all: Our daughters feel the 
power surges of puberty just as 
our sons do. 

Have we foigotten this, too? 
Have we no memory of the 
pelvic buzz we felt when we 
locked eyes with the cutest boy in 
school? Don’t we remember when 
we ached to be touched, to be 
kissed? Or when we were just 
plain curious to know what every¬ 
one was talking about? 

Fear. I think, has caused us to 
deny that these feelings exist in 
our daughters. Sex is less about 
good girls vs. bad girls these days, 
and more about safety: from preg¬ 
nancy. sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases and date rape. We can pro¬ 
tect our daughters better if we per¬ 
suade them not to have sex at all. 

As a result, the sex education of 
Mir daughters is woefully incom¬ 
plete. we tell them how to have 
sex. but we don’t tell them what 
would make them want to have 
sex. And we frame the entire dis¬ 
cussion in Che language of resis¬ 
tance: How to say ‘no’ to a boy. 

No wonder that when sex stops 
being icky and becomes some¬ 
thing a girl wants, she is confused 
and ashamed. 

And a giri who is never given the 
opportunity to talk about those 
desires - to learn that they are nor¬ 
mal and healthy, to leam what to do 
with them - may never take the 
next, most important step. She may 
not aim herself against pregnancy 
and disease, because protection 
requires preparation, and that

so frightening - are dangerous in 
young girts only if we do not help 
them to understand them and, inso¬ 


far as they can. get a grip on them. 

If a giri does not know how to 
say to a boy, “Yeah, 1 want sex. I 
want it as bad as you do. I just 
don’t want it right now, and I may 
never want it with you.” she is 
handicapped, and it is our fault. 

THE sexual revolution has failed 
if we still believe that sex for girls 
is only about being in love. 

Thai’s our old baggage. Sex sur¬ 
veys show that girls are having sex 
younger and with many more part¬ 
ners before marriage than we did. 
Surveys also show they believe 
that women are equally responsi¬ 
ble for initiating sex. not only in 
established relationships but in 
new ones, 

Giris today, are more like - the 
-boys we demonize' than they are 
like their mothers. Today it is the 
rare young girl who will first 
explore her sexuality in the semi¬ 


adult world of college. The aver¬ 
age age of the first sexual experi¬ 
ence is 16 and dropping. 

And it is often true that a giri is 
having sex not because her 
boyfriend wants her to. but 
because her girlfriends pressure 
her. You are nothing if you haven't 
gone all the way, her friends will 
tell her. even though most of them 
are boasting and posturing and 
lying about their own experiences. 

If it is difficult to resist the per¬ 
suasions of a boy she fears will 
dump her if she does not come 
across, how impossible must it be 
to stand up to a clique of girl¬ 
friends who will shun her in a 
cold-hearted minute? 

Howrdff’we help her sort it all- 
out? '.■» 

“One of the 'problems for girls in 
the ’90s is that sex is evaywhexe,” 
says author Mary Pipher, explaining 
the pressures young giris endure in 


her best-seller Reviving Ophelia. 
“They are constantly bombarded 
with sexual images. And they are 
constantly being told. ‘Sex is greai, 
h's sophisticated, it’s fun. Go do iL' ” 

Because of how sex is portrayed 
in movies, television and advertis¬ 
ing, young girls can easily con¬ 
clude that couples go directly from 
a deep kiss to the nearest bed. 

“Everything they see jumps to 
intercourse ” says Pipher. “Kids 
don’t have any sense that in this 
culture there are breaks and limits 
between kissing and having inter¬ 
course." 

Sex is so stressful for girls in 
the ’90s that it is often accompa¬ 
nied by furious chemical use. 
Only when they are anesthetized 
by alcohol or drugs can they face 
the terrifying combination of 
desire, fear of AIDs or pregnancy, 
and their need for love and affec¬ 
tion. 


Pipher. who, despite her success 
as an author and lecturer still 
counsels young girls as a therapist 
in her hometown of Lincoln. 
Nebraska, says the first step is to 
help these girls understand that in 
this sexually chaotic culture the 
only limits are the ones she choos¬ 
es for herself, and the only ground 
rules are the ones she negotiates 
with her partner. 

“That means you have to know 
what you want." Pipher says. 
“And .you have to be able to 
explain your expectations to 
someone else.” 

“Kids can’t imagine a conversa¬ 
tion like that," says Baltimore's 
Debbie Rofftnan. who is in the 
trenches with kids every day as a 
human sexuality educator for sev¬ 
eral private schools. 

She agrees with Pipher’s ideas, 
but says it is asking a lot to tell 
kids to negotiate sexual ground 
rules when they have never seen it 
done in the pop culture that 
absorbs them. And when they 
don’t know what words to use. 

“We have to stop using ‘sex’ as 
shorthand for ‘intercourse’ and 
come up with a better definition,” 
Roflrnan says. “Even phrases like 
malting out’ and ‘fooling around* 
imply these experiences aren’t 
real. They are meaningless, and 
we aren’t accountable for them. 

“And ‘How far did you go?’. 
‘How far did you get?’ These are 
horrible metaphors. This isn’t 
about how far you got It is about 
how close you want to be.” 

Rofftnan presses the young peo¬ 
ple she teaches to define these 
sloppy terms, and through that 
process she helps them construct a 
continuum of intimacy from hand- 
holding to intercourse. 

“Once you have defined sex as a 
range of behaviors, the question is 
not whether a giri should have 
intercourse, but what is appropri¬ 
ate at what ages and what stages of 
development, and under what cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“Then,” she says, exhaling in 
emphasis, “you can have a conver¬ 
sation about sex." 

Getting there will be very hard 
for us. The mechanics of sexual 
intercourse are easy to explain. 
“Don’t do it!" is easy to say. 

Much more excruciating will be 
finding words for those feelings of 
urgency that won’t send our 
daughters - and sons - squealing 
ftem fte-room in disgust. •

Stepping in between siblings

“Hey! That’s my model. Give it 
back!” 

“No, it’s not, we traded!” 

“We did not!” 

Hands start flying along with the 
words, and within seconds your 
boys are embroiled in a fight 

“Get out of my room!” 

“No -1 just want to see some¬ 
thing.” 

Your older daughter picks up her 
little sister and tries to shove her out 
of her room while the younger one 
bolds onto the doorpost screaming. 
A push-pull battle ensues. 

What do you do? Some experts 
advise parents to stay out of kids’ 
fights completely. But some find 


they can’t take the noise, while 
others fee] a need to protect 
younger, weaker siblings from 
older, stronger ones. 

Adele Faber and Elaine Mazlish. 
authors of Siblings Without 
Rivalry , believe parents can use 
sibling fights to teach their chil¬ 
dren how to get along. All their 
books acknowledge their debt to 
the late child psychologist Dr. 
Haim Ginott, author of Between 
Parent and Child and other books. 

In their workshops Faber and 
Mazlish direct two parents to role- 
play a fight as if they were children. 
Other parents in the group take turns 
reacting as they would at home. 

Here are some of their reactions: 
Telling the kids to stop; taking away 
the toy they’re fighting over and 
sending them to their rooms; Dying 
to persuade item to play nicely 
together, taking one or another 
child’s side bared on which one 
they think is right; dying to find out 
who started the fight 

When Faber ami Mazlish ask the 
“children” to comment on these 
reactions, participants soon begin to 
see how unhelpful they really are. 

The children feel unfairly blamed, 
and don’t get a chance to express 


their feelings. Mutual hostility 
increases, along with satisfaction at 
getting someone else into trouble. 

FABER and Mazlish believe par¬ 
ents should try not to interfere, but 
say that when they must, they 
should urge the children to workout 
their differences themselves. Good 
preparation for life, they call h. 

“Children should have the free¬ 
dom to resolve their own differ¬ 
ences,” Faber and Mazlish write. 
“They are also entitled to adult 
intervention when necessary." 

Minor bickering, they say, 
should be ignored. But when you 
feel things have gotten out of 
hand, think of these five steps 
when intervening in a fight: 

• Acknowledge the children’s 
anger by saying something like: 
“Boy, you two sure sound mad at 
each other.” 

■ Listen to each child's side with 
respecL Rephrase what they say to 
make sure you understand and let 
them know you hear them, as in: 
“So, you want to kick the ball 
home (wait for a response) and 
you want to bounce it home.” 

• Demonstrate that you appreci¬ 
ate the difficulty of the problem: 


“That’s a tough one - two kids 
wanting to play with the same ball 
at the same time.” 

• Express faith in their ability to 
work out a solution: “Tin sure 
that if you put your heads together 
you' U come up with a solution that 
feels fair to both of you." 

• Leave the scene. 

In the real-life situation 
described above, involving a five- 
year-old girl and her three-year- 
old brother, the children both 
stopped and thought. After a 
minute the girl said, “I know! We 
can play go-in-front-go-in-front,” 
and on the spot made up a game 
that both children played all the 
way home from the pane. 

When this kind of approach is 
used children tend to feel respect¬ 
ed instead of feeling put down or 
having their hostile feelings 
toward their siblings fired up. 

These suggestions are not 
carved in stone. If your kids are 
new at the “game” and you feel 
they need some help, you could 
casually throw out a simple sug¬ 
gestion or two before you leave. 
(But leaving is important, since 
children often act up in front of 
adults for their own motives.) 


IF, however, you see your children 
are about to hurt each other, a differ¬ 
ent kind of intervention is necessary. 

• Describe what you see, force¬ 
fully and loudly: “I see one boy 
about to throw a block and anoth¬ 
er about to hit with a baseball bat. 
And both of them are furious!'* 

• Set limits: “This is a dangerous 
situation. We need a cooling-off 
period.” 

• Separate them: “Quick! You to 
your room, and you to yours." 

If the problem is a complex 
one and the children have not 
been able to solve it themselves, 
you might need to calf a family 
meeting to come up with 
options. 

In that case, explain the pur¬ 
pose of the meeting and the 
ground rules (for example, each 
child gets to express his or her 
feelings without interruption). 
Write down each child’s feelings 
and concerns and read them 
aloud, then allow time for rebut¬ 
tal. Ask everyone to come up 
with solutions. Write them ail 
down without judging, then pick 
one or more solutions everyone 
can live with. Arrange a time for 
a follow-up meeting.

S o you've laid the foundations 
of your garden, as described 
last week. After you've care¬ 
fully prepared the soil and 
drainage, the next step is choosing 
the plants. But before running off 
to the garden center, checkbook in 
hand, stop a minute. 

Visit friends' gardens and note 
which plants attract you. Find a 
nursery run by someone who real¬ 
ly knows plants and who can offer 
personal advice on what to grow. 

And beware of buying the first 
thing that catches your eye - this 
is almost always a recipe for dis¬ 
aster. We are usually drawn to 
whatever is in flower, and - if we 
give in to temptation - can con¬ 
demn our gardens to only three 
months of color a year. 

Keep in mind that there are four 
seasons to consider. Color is easy 
to achieve in spring and early 
summer. But what about the win¬ 
ter months and late autumn when 
the summer plants are exhausted? 

Foliage in its varying shades 
offers year-round color conifers 
are tinged with blue, gray or gold; 
pnuius boast shades of burgundy, 
and plants with variegated leaves 
often have hues of gold or cream. 
Foliage plants are also important 
for their varying size, shape, tex¬ 
ture and form that give your gar¬ 
den a permanent pattern. 

Flowers are actually the icing on 
the foliage cake - adding a bit of 
temporary color. And when it 
comes to flowers, it is worth 
remembering that a garden is not a 
room where all four walls are dec¬ 
orated similarly. 

Choosing flower colors is espe¬ 
cially important in a small garden. 
Too many different colors 
bunched together look like a fruit 
salad and none stand out. This 
does not mean you cannot plant 
reds, yellows, mauves. whites and 
blues in the same bed. You can, 
provided you place a few of the 
colors in large blocks so that they 
complement each other instead of 
clashing. 

Strong colors, like red, draw die 
eye and are best planted closest to 
the house. If they are planted far¬ 
ther away or along the border they 
make the garden look smaller. 

Pale, quieter colors like white, 
cream and soft yellow have the 
opposite effect and should be 
planted at the far end of the garden. 

Bright colors look best in sun¬ 
shine" while pale colors come into 
their own in the soft light of early 
morning, in the evening and in the 
shade.

Gray should be used often as a 
harmonious transition between the 
brighter colors in your garden. 
White also prevents clashing but 
tends to be too harsh. 

Gray foliage in tones of silver, 
pearl, pewter or blue-gray lightens 
the garden on dull days and shines 
on moonlit nights. 

Entrance - gardens are veiy 
important - offering the visitor his 
first impression of your home. It is 
natural that you should want to 
make this small plot as attractive 
and inviting as possible. 

Planting a circular flower bed 
can relieve die angularity of a 
square or rectangular plot. 
Arranging a border of .neat shrubs 
and flowers along both sides of the 
path leading to the house or right 
along the front is also a good idea. 
Climbers on the garage or along 
the front of the house can camou¬ 
flage a building's hard lines. 

A small tree in a large pot set on 
either side of the front door is a 
neat introduction that requires lit¬ 
tle maintenance - oily regular 
watering and occasional feeding. 

In a small garden, you may only 
have room for one tree. It can be 


an ornamental tree grown for its 
blossoms, its attractive leaves or 
its shape. 

The first step in fashioning a 
small garden is to frame it with a 
firm boundary that will both intro¬ 
duce privacy and make die space 
seem larger. 

Although there is a certain satis¬ 
faction in laying paths, making 
lawns and preparing the borders, 
there is no doubt that the real fun 
in gardening is the planting. The 
type of planting you decide on is 
very much a matter of personal 
taste. For most first-time garden¬ 
ers the cottage-garden method is 
probably the easiest and the best 

A cottage garden is a mixed 
planting of trees, shnibs^rennial 
plants, annuals, bulbJK roses, 
herbs, fruit and a few vegetables, 
grown together-or-separately. 

The typical home garden is 
made up of a herbaceous border 
which is planted exclusively with 
perennial plants that can be divid¬ 
ed after a year or two. Nowadays, 
shrubs are also included in bor¬ 
ders along with perennials and 
annuals. If there is not enough 
room for a separate rose bed. 


roses too can be planted into the 
herbaceous border. 

Planting many different plants 
together has the advantage of pre¬ 
venting large-scale attacks from 
pests. Even if one of your plants is 
attacked, it is more than likely 
that die neighboring plants will 
not be.

They had 
asked no questions about the 
Afghan’s temperament or needs, 
nothing. 


NOW the dog is a year old. They 
manage to walk her twice a day. 
But Afghans are runners and love 
to stretch their muscles. The 
puppy's pent-up energy is enough 
to cause her to wreck the house. 

The dog is alone all day and 
even some evenings. She is bored 
and restless - another reason to 
wreak havoc on the family’s pos¬ 
sessions. 

This busy, career-oriented cou¬ 
ple also had no idea of how much 
grooming their Afghan would 
need to maintain the beauty that 
had attracted them in the first 
place. They do brash her, but not 
nearly as much as she needs. 

Given their lifestyle and lack of 
free time, it’s doubtful whether 
this young couple should have a 
dog at all. at least at this stage of

Following ruble devaluation 

Russian bank sector faces consolidation

MOSCOW (Reuters) - Russia’s 
sharp switch in economic policy, 
including a de facto devaluation, 
has put the banking system on the 
verge of collapse and only a hand¬ 
ful of the biggest institutions will 
stay afloat, analysts said yester¬ 
day. 

The government said on 
Monday it was giving up its policy 
of a smooth ruble depreciation 
against the dollar by widening sig¬ 
nificantly the band where it allows 
the ruble to be traded. 

Analysts said the move was a 
major hit for the bank system, 
forcing banks to default on foreign 
exchange spot and forward con¬ 
tracts, pushing the price of foreign 
credit servicing sharply up, and 
increasing individuals' demand for 
dollars. 

“We shall witness massive bank¬ 
ruptcies and the central bank will 
allow it,” said Andrei Ivanov, bank 
analyst at finance house Troika 
Dialog. 

“The biggest banks will stay, but 
maybe one or two out of the 
biggest will be restructured or 
nationalized,” he said, adding that 
smaller banks would either go or 
merge with bigger ones. 

International rating agency 
Standard & Poor's expressed these 
worries on Monday, when it 
downgraded its long-term coun¬ 
terparty credit ratings on six 
Russian banks. 

“The announcement of the 
widening of the ruble/dollar corri¬ 
dor should lead to a rapid depred¬ 
ation in the value of the ruble,” 
Standard & Poor's said. “This will 
have a disastrous effect on the 
rated banks, most of whom have 
sizable levels of foreign currency 
liabilities.” 

Among the gloom of the ruble 
problems, there came some relief 
for banks in the form of a 90-day 
foreign debt moratorium on some 
foreign credits. 

“What the government has done 
is... let the ruble change more 
quickly than was good for the

banking system, but it has taken 
other measures to prevent the sys¬ 
tem from collapsing,” said 
Richard Hainsworth, analyst at 
Thomson BankWatch. 

But he said the moratorium 
undermined Russian bank credit-

worthiness, which would 
years to re-establish. 

“That is the major drawback of 
this particular set of policies.” he 
said.

“The banking system at the 
moment has collapsed,” 
Hainsworth said, adding there 
were almost no transfers between 
banks on a regular basis, while 
most small businesses had 
stopped transferring money 
through banks. 

“The bank system as an operat¬ 
ing functional system has col¬ 
lapsed but banks themselves have 
not yet collapsed,” he said. 

Analysts said the fate of the 
banks was totally dependent on 
whether the population starts a ran 
on their bank accounts. 

People have already started try¬ 
ing to exchange rubles for dollars 
and get their money from banks, 
but it has so far not grown into a 
mass rash for cash. 

A support to the system came as 
the 12 biggest banks - UNEXIM, 
MOST-Bank, Inkombank, SBS- 
Agro. Rossiisky Kredit, National 
Reserve Bank. Sberbank, 
Vneshtorgbank, MENATEP, Alfa 
Bank, Vneshekonombank, and the 
Bank of Moscow - agreed to meet 
obligations to retail depositors and 
maintain credit lines with each 
other. 

The government and the central 
bank welcomed the decision and 
promised supporL 

But analysts said the central 
bank was unlikely to sacrifice its 
reserves and the ruble rate to bail 
out even these 12. 

“We believe the central bank will 
support this group in the short term 
to prevent the systemic crisis from 
deepening, which could have polit¬ 
ical consequences for the current 
government,” finance house 
United Financial Group said in a 

stale menu 

“This short-term strategy does 
not mean that the central bank 
might not move to shut down or 
sell off any weak members of this 
group of 12 at a later date, once 
the market stabilizes.”

Netanyahu and Finance Minister 
Yaakov Nee man have agreed that if 
the poor “will lose even one shekel 
as a remit of the tax reform, there 
will simply be no tax reform,” a top 
Netanyahu aide said this week. 

Fears have been expressed by 
MKs from all parties that the 
planned reform will, include the 
abolition of tax breaks currently 
available for those in low income 
brackets. 

“There is no disagreement 
between the two,” said the confi¬ 
dante, dismissing media repents 
that Netanyahu is dissatisfied with 
Nee man’s failure thus far to have 
presented his plans for tax reform. 

Neeman was, until his holiday this 
week, said by his own staff to be 
working night and day to ensure at 
{east part of the plan is implemented 
according to schedule on January 1. 
The Treasury spokesman’s office 
said the intention is to introduce the 
plans to the cabinet immediately 
after ministers vote on the exact 
composition of the state budget, 
either in the last week of August or 


in early September 

The main basics of the tax 
reform, according to Nee man’s 
advisers on the subject, include: 

• Removing existing exemptions 
to the overall value of NIS 5 - N1S 
8 billion. 

• Reducing the top tax bracket 
payment from 50 percent to some 
35-40%. 

• Implementing tax changes in the 
capital markets. Details of this ele¬ 
ment remain secret. Neeman has 
said the reform win include some of 
the recommendations of the 
shelved 1996 Brodet Committee. 
The main aim of the Brodet propos¬ 
als was to encourage long-tenn sav¬ 
ings, including taxing interest on 
short-and medium-term savings. 

Only half the measures proposed 
by Neeman will become operative 
in January, according to an official 
in Netanyahu's office. Neeman 
originally promised to submit his 
recommendations to Netanyahu no 
later than December 31 last year but 
has asked for several extensions. 

Netanyahu will only accept the 
program if it takes the top income 
tax bracket below 40%, said the

Russia's dramatic decision Sunday 
to devalue its currency and declare 
a 90-day moratorium on repayment 
of its foreign debt will doubtless 
cast a shadow over global financial 
markets in the near future, but the 
longer-term outlook for the Russian 
economy is far more uncertain. 

Analysts say if Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin can use the 
current crisis to push through the 
reforms that the International 
Monetary Fund and foreign 
investors are demanding, Russia 
may get back on die road toward a 
gradual, albeit bumpy, recovery. 

If not, however, the Russian 
economy could continue its tail- 
spin, heightening the implications 
for other hard-hit economies in 
Asia and Latin America - and pos¬ 
sibly for die US and other Western 
countries as well. 

“What the Russians have done is 
to buy time” said Alan Stoga, a 
Wall Street economics analyst 
who has been following the situa¬ 
tion. The next question is, what 
will they do with it? Maybe now 
that they have fewer resources, 
we'll see more genuine reforms.” 

That assessment was widespread 
Monday as governments, financial 
markets and top international pol¬ 
icy-makers scrutinized Moscow’s 
latest moves and tried to sort out 
what they might mean, both for 
Russia ami the rest of the world. 

As analysts have been saying for 
weeks, die financial crisis that pre¬ 
cipitated Monday's actions 
stemmed primarily from a loss of 
confidence among investors that 
Moscow would not be able to carry 
out the reforms that it had promised.. 

Moscow had been dithering for 
months in carrying out Western 
demands tint it overhaul its banking 
system, enact measures guarantee¬ 
ing property rights for businesses 
and individuals, and set up a viable 
tax-collection system. Eventually, 
financial markets lost their patience, 
causing die ruble to weaken and 
stock prices to plummet 
The advice from the US and its 
major trading partners and from 
the IMF over the weekend was 
uniform: Enact the needed reforms 
first, then wait to see how the

financial markets react Don't do 
anything rash too soon, they said. 

But Yeltsin apparently thought 
that investors had made up their 
minds anyway, and decided, in 
effect to beat the markets to the 
punch and do himself what his 
advisers contended would have 
been inevitable in a worst-case 
scenario: Devalue and declare a 
debt-moratorium. 

“They figured that in the end 
they couldn’t hold it back any¬ 
more,” said Morris Goldstein, an 
analyst with the Institute for 
International Economics. 

Nevertheless, analysts said, 
what Yeltsin did Monday was a 
nail-biting gamble. If it works, 
Yeltsin could emerge with a 
stronger economic program and 
improved prospects for bringing 
Russia out of the economic abyss. 
But if it fails, he may not have any 
more breathing room. 

Russia on Monday joined a 
growing list of nations that have 
suffered currency devaluations 
over the past 13 months. Eleven 
countries have either bad official 
devaluations or seen their curren¬ 
cies forced lower by the markets. 

The initial reaction to Russia's 
announcement was predictably 
mixed. Currency and stock prices 
in most Asian and Latin American 
emerging markets declined. The 
US dollar fell. But the US stock 
market soared. 

But analysts noted that a more 
important market reading of the 
situation will be Friday, when the 
Duma, the lower house of Russia's 
parliament, meets to take up the 
reforms that Yeltsin has proposed 

What the lawmakers do will be 
crucial, both for restoring confi¬ 
dence in Russia's markets and for 
putting the economy on track. 
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But the Duma, packed with for¬ 
mer Communists, has not been 
friendly to Yeltsin’s economic 
reforms in the past 

Clifford Gaddy, the Brookings 
Institution's top Russian expert, said 
the impact of Monday's measures 
on Russia's economy will be imme¬ 
diate - and severe: The devaluation 
will bring the return of virulent 
inflation, making many foreign 
goods unaffordable for most 
Russians. Borrowing from abroad 
will be almost impossible. Fledgling 
Russian banks will be squeezed. 

There is bound to be some “con¬ 
tagion” effect in the financial mar¬ 
kets of emerging-market countries 
in Asia, and possibly in Latin 
America. 

On Monday, there was growing 
speculation that China may be 
forced to devalue the yuan, a move 
that could set off a new round of 
devaluations throughout Asia. But 
policy-makers insisted there was no 
sign that Beijing was about to 
change course regarding the yuan. 

Finally, several leading German 
banks, which have been heavy 
lenders to the Russians, may find 
themselves having to take heavy 
losses as a result of the debt mora¬ 
torium. US policy-makers said 
American banks have been more 
reluctant to enter the Russian mar¬ 
ket, so they generally will not be 
as hard-hit. 

There is no hint yet what will 
happen Friday in die halls of the 
Duma. Some analysts suggested 
that a major reason that Yeltsin 
acted to devalue the ruble was to 


create enough of a crisis to spur 
lawmakers into action. 

And several Russia-watchers 
noted that if Yeltsin is allowed to 
move ahead with his reforms, the 
impact on all fronts could be 
short-lived. “It might not last that 
long if he can put these reforms 
into place,” one analyst said. 

Russian officials have intentional¬ 
ly structured their devaluation so the 
ruble’s value can rise unimpeded if 
the markets react favorably. And the 
debt-moratorium might well be 
ended before the 90-day limn. 

But the list of needed reforms is 
daunting, and they would be diffi¬ 
cult for even a more sophisticated 


and like-minded legislature to 
enact Besides devising a tax-col- 
lection system, the IMF wants 
Russia to overhaul its entire bank¬ 
ing structure, provide a legal 
framework for the ownership of 
private property, enact new bank¬ 
ruptcy laws, and sell off more of 
its govemment-run companies to 
private entrepreneurs. 

Whatever the outcome, there is 
no doubt that Yeltsin has taken a 
risk - particularly in declaring the 
debt-moratorium and in forcing 
commercial banks to renegotiate 
their loans, steps that are likely to 
make investors wary for some 
time to come.

Hotel in Jerusalem. Since then,

Moving in the right direction 


Israel’s economy is following the British and American patterns 
of low interest rates, low inflation, and moderate growth

W ho would have expected 
such a turbulent week in 
the markets? 

After the surprise announcement 
here that interest rates were going 
to be cut by 1 5%, the inflation tar¬ 
get lowered sharply and public 
spending held in check, the Tel 
Aviv Stock Exchange understand¬ 
ably rose sharply- I have -my 
doubts, however, whether the 5 
percent plus surge was justified. 

Abroad, economic worries over 
China surfaced and world markets 
plunged. For tire better part of a 
day the Dow Jones was down a 
scary 200 points, though the index 
recovered toward closing. Just 
when investors thought things had 
cooled off, worries over Russia 
spooked eveiyone again and sent 
markets tumbling. By tire end of 
the week, tire TASE finished pret¬ 
ty much where it had started. 

What’s going on in the Israeli 
economy that’s got eveiyone so 
panicked? Have you noticed that it 
is the politicians and tire politico- 
businessmen who have been mak¬ 
ing far and away the biggest fuss? 
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While certain sectors (real 
estate, building-materials, tourism) 
are clearly still in a slump and 
many other businesses are strug¬ 
gling, it seems to me that the state 
of the Israeli economy is fast 
approaching the economies of the 
US and tire LHC, where die last few 
years (albeit with no guarantees 
that such situation will last) have 
seen low interest rates, low infla¬ 
tion and moderate growth. 

•I dare suggest that the massive 
and almost completely unproduc¬ 
tive debate about unemployment is 
hreled by thinly veiled populism. 
Don't get me wrong. I am as unhap¬ 
py about high unemployment as the 
next guy. I just think I understand 
what is and is not achievable, wbat 
realistic time frames are and what 
economic processes to expect. 

The real-estate recession 
notwithstanding, the main factor 
in the rise in unemployment is a 
structural change to the economy. 
As government subsidies and 
import tariffs gradually disappear, 
businesses in traditionally labor- 
intensive industries, which have 
been kept alive artificially with 
taxpayers’ money, are progres-

sively shutting down. Over 100 
textile factories have closed m the 
last two years, and the story in 
wood products and other low 
added-value manufacturing indus¬ 
tries is not very different Whether 
this is good or bad, it’s inevitable. 

Unfortunately, many of these 
now defunct businesses sustained 
almost entire communities of 
workers who had few marketable 
skills to fall back on. And it was 
always more politically expedient 
to keep these enterprises alive (not 
to mention the political clout of 
the Histadrut and factory owners) 
by artificial means than to admit 
the world had changed and try to 
deal with the consequences. Now 
we are dealing with the conse¬ 
quences - and they’re painful, at 
least to the short-term. 

There are no real quick fixes for 
unemployment. Anything that

looks tike one is really a quack fix, 
like Ora Namir's make-work pro¬ 
grams. The underlying processes 
that have caused die rise to unem¬ 
ployment are fundamentally 
healthy for the economy, bringing 
prices down, reducing inflation 
and forcing resources to where 
they are most productive. If any- 
tiling, artificial interference in the 
process-is likely to slow the move 
toward a genuine market economy. 

SO, while the populist politicians 
are courting votes by breast-beating 
over unemployment, the economy 
is inexorably plugging away to the 
right direction—a true market econ¬ 
omy with as much competition and 
as little state interference and own¬ 
ership of assets as possible. 

Just look at how some of the tra¬ 
ditional economic powers - Clal, 
Discount Investment Corporation 
and Koor - have been moving. All 
three historically had sizeable tra¬ 
ditional holdings (DIC much less 
so than the others). They are mov¬ 
ing away from traditional busi¬ 
nesses and focusing on areas 
where the country has relative 
advantages. Clal has been building 
up its holdings in high-growth 
technology areas as well as build¬ 
ing a new biotechnology division. 
Koor is focusing on its communi¬ 
cations and chemicals businesses 
while DIC is very focused on its 
communications holdings, which 
have been the clear engines of its 
growth to the last few years. 

The shifts that I describe are hap¬ 
pening, and they are being reflect¬ 
ed in die corporate sector. If politi¬ 
cians, unions and the government 
do not somehow wreck them, then 
the futures of the economy as a 
whole and business in particular 
are very positive and bode well for 
the TASE (notwithstanding the 


very real misfortunes some suffer, 
as a result of these shifts). 

This said, we will still be very 
sensitive to events around the.- 
world, including Wall Street div+ ~ 
tog, the ruble or yuan crashing, or 
the government in Tokyo chang¬ 
ing., An uncertain time is likely to. 
await us to the market, ar least in 
the short term. Beyond that no 
one knows. • 

I read Business Week's analysis . 
of the current market turbulence 
and what it meant for US stocks. In 
a nutshell they said the following;- 
If US corporate earnings come in 
positive and interest rates stay - 
where they are or go lower, then 
stocks are fairly priced to a little 
inexpensive; if earnings aren't so_ 
good and interest rates stay the 
same or go higher, then the market 
is overvalued. These are die funda¬ 
mentals. But the technicians say. 
that the broader market is much 
weaker than the small number of 
big-cap stocks that drive the Dow, 
which is a bad sign. 

In short they know about as 
much or as little as you or I. 

I am sitting on my hands until 
things are at least a teeny bit clearer. 

Real interest rates are still high 
enough for me that we are being 
paid well to sit on our cash. As you 
can see from the defensive portfo¬ 
lio, die main beneficiary of the cut 
to interest rates was the bond mar¬ 
ket. As interest rates will likely fell 
further, bonds could be the place to 
be in the coming months.

TASE rises led

Israeli stocks rose for the first 
time in four days after a rally in 
US stocks eased concern a global 
slump in demand will erode 
exporters' profit. 

Teva Pharmaceutical Industries, 
the nation’s largest dxugmaker 
which expons about half of its 
products to the US. rose 4.8 per¬ 
cent to NTS 146.20, helping to 
push the Maof Index of 25 largest 
companies up 1.S4 percent to 
332.55. Twenty- two shares rose, 
two fell and one closed 
unchanged. 

Analysts said gains in US and 
European markets helped abate 
concern the devaluation of 
Russia’s ruble and Asia’s econom¬ 
ic recession wiD reduce global 
demand and profit growth of 
exporters around the world, 
including Israel. 

“The reaction in New York and 
Europe to what happened in 
Russia is bringing back confi¬ 
dence to markets around the 
world,” said Zvi Hoffman, the 
managing director of Impact 
Securities. 

Nice Systems, a maker of voice 
and fax archiving systems which 
earns more than three-quarters of 
its revenue from outside of Israel, 
jumped 5.8% to NIS 138.70, more 
than recouping Monday's drop of 
1.87%. 

Israel Chemicals, one of the 
nation's largest fertilizer makers 
which earned about a quarter of its 
1997 revenue from Asia, rose 
1.55% to NIS 4.59. 
Makhteshim-Agan Industries, a 


maker of crop protection chemi¬ 
cals, rose 1.81% to NIS 11.23. 

Formula Systems, an Israeli 
software producer which earned a 
third of its 1997 revenue from out¬ 
side of Israel, soared 7.26% to NIS 
110.80 after it said second-quarter 
profit doubled on higher sales and 
increased margins. 

Its shares had dropped more 
than 3.7% in the past three days. 

Formula’s profit for the quarter 
rose to a higher-than-ex peeled 
$3.1 million, or 40 cents a share, 
from $1.5 million a year ago. 
Analysts expected a profit of 37 
cents a share. 

UK stocks rose, the benchmark 
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Europe 


index posting its biggest one-day 
percentage gain in nearly six 
years, led by SmithKline Beecham 
Pic and other companies that do 
business in the US. US stocks 
have rallied for two days, helping 
to ease concern that global profit 
growth is set to slow. 

“It all springs from the very 
strong performance on Wall 
Street,” said John Hatheriy, die 
head of research at M&G 
Investment Management Ltd. “We 
use falls to buy shares that are fair¬ 
ly cheap - we remain fully invest¬ 
ed." 

The benchmark FT-SE 100 
index rose for a third day. gaining 
181.0 points to 5648.2 to make up 
some of the past month’s 9.7 per¬ 
cent decline. That’s a gain of 
3.31%. its biggest since 
September 17,1992. 

Drugmakers led the advance as 


SmithKline Beecham jumped 40.5 
pence to 733.5 and Glaxo 
Wellcome Pic gained 62p to 
1,970. 

Together they added about 25 
points to the index’s gains. 

Drugmakers also were boosted 
by speculation of a merger in the 
industry, even though Glaxo and 
SmithKline yesterday denied 
weekend news reports they’re res¬ 
urrecting meiger discussions they 
ditched in February. Among other 
pharmaceutical companies, 
Zeneca Group Pic jumped 128p to 
2340 and Medeva Pic added 1 -5p 
to 113.5. 

“We’re very comfortable with 
drugs - deals will happen in this 
sector, maybe not this month but 
they will happen,” said Paul 
O’Connor, a UK equity strategist 
at Credit Suisse First Boston. 
“Also, these stocks are pretty 
immune to the big concerns out 
there." 


Japanese stocks snapped a 
week-long stretch of losses as 
Sony Corp. and Denso Corp. 
paced gains on the Nikkei 225 
Stock Index and eased concern 
that a global economic slowdown 
was hurting big exporters. 

South Korean stocks took (heir 
biggest tumble in four weeks after 
Russia set in motion a devaluation 
of its currency, prompting 
investors worldwide to exit 
emerging markets. ■ 

“Russia's problems will com¬ 
pound tbe high level of anxiety in 
Asia,” said Hwang Sung Thek, a 
portfolio manager at IMM Asset 
Management. 

Stocks also fell in Singapore. 
Thiwan, the Philippines and 
Indonesia. Australia’s benchmark 
index rose, while other markets 
were mixed. 

In Hong Kong, the government 
bought stocks for a second day 
to fend off attacks on its curren¬ 
cy and the benchmark Hang 
Seng was little changed. The 
dollar fell for a second day 
against the yen. 

In Tokyo, the Nikkei rose 269.13. 
points, or 1.8%, to 15,063.79 after 
falling in 10 of the last 11 ses¬ 
sions, following the best one-day 
performance by US stocks in two 
months. 

Korea's benchmark Kospi index 
fell 11.94, or 3.96%, to 289.97, a 
two-month low. Samsung 
Electronics Co. and banks led the 
way on concern Russia’s move 
wiU compound Asia's financial 
troubles.

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Mark declines as Bundesbank signals rates won’t rise 


The dollar rose against the 
mark after the German central 
bank said its inflation outlook is 
“favorable.” suggesting it won’t 
raise interest rates soon. 

“The report reinforced the idea 
that the Bundesbank is satisfied 
for now with its policy stance,” 
said Bob Lynch, a currency 
strategist at Paribas Corp. 
“That’s contributing to the dol¬ 
lar’s firmness against the mark.” 

The dollar rose to 1.7985 
marks from 1.7955 late Monday 
in New York. It fell against the 
yen for the fourth time in five 
days as Japan repeated recent: 
pledges that it will sell dollars to. 
support the yen. It fell as low as 
145.30 yen from 146.07, and was 
trading at 145.69 yen. 

In its monthly report on money 
supply growth, the Bundesbank 
also said price developments so 


far this year are “pleasing," sug¬ 
gesting the benchmark repur¬ 
chase rate will remain at 3.30 
percent in the months ahead. 

Higher rates would benefit the 
mark by boosting the return on 
mark-denominated deposits and 
bonds. Currently, three-month 
dollar deposits pay 5.69%. 219 
basis points higher than compa¬ 
rable mark deposits paying 
3.50%. 

Also hurting the mark was con¬ 
cern that Russia’s economic and 
financial crises won’t be resolved 
soon. On Monday Russia 
widened the ruble’s trading band.. 
allowing the currency to. fall by 
as much a$ a third this year. 

Russia made the move after the 
International Monetary Fund 
rejected the government’s bid for 
more financial aid, according to a 
senior US official.

After trading yesterday, the 
Green Coffee Association said US 
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inventories fell 95,751 bags, or 5 
percent, to 1.81 million bags in 


July from a month earlier. Each 
bag weighs 132 pounds. The 
decline was at the higher end of 
traders’ expectations. Also, a strike 
at Santos, die largest port in Brazil, 
stretched into an eighth day, halt¬ 
ing exports of coffee and slowing 
shipments of other commodities. 
September coffee fell 0.65 cent to 
$1.1095 a pound yesterday on the 
Coffee. Sugar & Cocoa Exchange 
in New York. 

The three-month nickel forward 
contract on die London Metal 
Exchange fell $35 to $4,050 a 
metric ton, its lowest price in 


almost five years, amid concern 
over excess supply of the metal at 
a time of weakening Asian 
demand, particularly in Japan. 
Japan is the world's largest con¬ 
sumer of stainless steel, the prime 
use for nickel. 

Concern over the financial chaos

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US bonds fall after trade report suggests growth * 
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US bonds fell after a report 
showing a smaller-than-expected 
trade deficit in June suggested 
economic growth may be quick¬ 
ening, raising concern that infla¬ 
tion may accelerate later this year. 

■‘The improvement we got in the 
deficit caught some people by sur¬ 
prise,” and may cause some to 
revise second-quarter growth esti¬ 
mates higher, said Anthony 
Karydakis, economist at First 
Chicago NBD Corp. The dip in 
bonds “reflects the prospect that 
all the trade drag is feding away,” 
and the economy may be poised 
to rebound, he said. 

The benchmark 30-year US 
Treasury bond fell 7/32, or $2.19 
per $1,000 bond to yield 5-56 per¬ 
cent, up 1 basis point. The yield 
on the two-year note rose 4 basis 


points to 5.35%. 

Bonds fell after the government 
said the US trade deficit in goods 
and services narrowed for the first 
time this year to $14,151 billion 
in June from $15,536 in May. The 
gap is less than the $15.6 billion 
gap expected by analysts and sug¬ 
gested to some that growth may 
be rebounding after slowing earli¬ 
er in-the year as a result of Asia's 
woes. 

Still, even the narrow er-than- 
expected trade gap doesn’t change 
expectations for US growth to 
slow from the robust 5.5% annual 
pace in the first three months of 
the year, traders said. That should 
help keep inflation from acceler¬ 
ating, which will help bonds hold 
more of their value. 

"The second quarter was still 
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weak by most standards.” said 
Bill Quan, on economist at 
Aubrey G. Lanston & Co. The 
overall trade deficit in the second 
quarter widened to a record 
$43.96 billion from $34.87 billion 
in the first quarter, the govern¬ 
ment said. 


A separate report yesterday pro¬ 
vided more evidence that inflation 
is tame. The government said con¬ 
sumer prices rose 0.2% last 
month, and 0.2% when food and 
energy prices are excluded, 
matching analysts expectations. 

“There’s not a lot of inflation 
pressure,” said Robert McGee, 
chief economist at Tokai Bank. 

With growth slowing and infla¬ 
tion expected to remain subdued, 
the Fed has little reason to change 
interest rates, analysts said.

picker told reporters; “If s one 
of the worst cases of discrimina¬ 


tion I've every seen, it’s 
apartheid.” He and his colleagues 
accused the government of reduc¬ 
ing the water supply in die West 
Bank, and are demanding iis full 
restoration. 

“This is not part of the political 
process, it's a racist attitude that 
says the Arab doesn't have to 
wash as much as we do, he does¬ 


n't need to flush the toilet like us. 
so he deserves less water," Zucker 
said. 

"Israel has full control of the 
water supply, so while there’s a 
water shortage in Hebron, in 
adjacent Kiryat Arba and other 
settlements the sprinklers are 
working in the public gardens 
and there’s no water problem at 


all." 

Pines said the MKs went into 
apartments in Hebron and 
Dehaishe, where no water came 
rat of the faucets and there was no 
water in the toilets. UNRWA water 
trucks were driving around in an 
attempt to alleviate the residents' 
plight. 

"Every Palestinian must get 


water just like every Israeli does,” 
said Pines. "Water is not pan of 
the political game. 

‘Thirsty people are oppressed 
and feel humiliated. This creates 
anger and resentment.” 

Commenting on a reported 
remark by Sharon that the 
Palestinians' water system was old 
and that 40% of tbe water is leak¬ 


ing out, Zucker said: "Israel has 
been in charge of that system for 
the past 31 years. It wasn’t Arafat 
who laid those pipes, the Israeli 
authorities did. So Israel should 
fix them.” 

The MKs discovered a black 
market for water has developed.

These are the dog days. That 
can be taken literally - Saturday 
actually was Dog Day at 
Comiskey Park, with pet owners 
parading their canines around the 
field before the game - and figu¬ 
ratively.

It was a statement that 
reminded everyone Griffey still 
is in the race with Mark 
McGwire and Sammy Sosa to 
break Roger Mans’s single-sea- 
son home run record. 

In fact it was the only state¬ 
ment he made on the topic. 

Griffey maintained his odd 
policy of not talking about home 
runs, declining to say anything 
about the l-and-2 pitch from 
Jaime Navarro. 

He has grown weary of the 
scrutiny about the road to 62 
homers - and the feet he has 
been stalled.

The next step in getting both 
sides back to the bargaining table 
hinges on a decision by arbitrator 
John Feerick, the dean of fee 
Fordham University law school, 
said Billy Hunter, executive 
director of the NBA Player’s 
Association. 

Feerick will convene a hearing 
August 24 to decide whether 
about 220 players with guaran¬ 
teed contracts should be paid 
during the lockout. Hunter said 
he expects a decision by Labor 
Day. 

“We’re anxious to negotiate,- 
but that won’t occur until after 
August 24," Hunter said. 

What Feerick says will proba¬ 
bly decide who comes back to 


the negotiations with the stronger 
bargaining stance. Bargaining 
broke down in early August when 
NBA commissioner David Stem 
and the owners abruptly left a 
meeting after receiving the play¬ 
ers’ latest offer. 

If Feerick rules feat owners do 
not have to pay those players 
during fee lockout, then the own¬ 
ers could gamble that players 
will soften their stance under the 
threat of continued money loss. 

Players adamantly oppose fee 
hard salary cap pushed by own¬ 
ers, fearing that superstars would 
use up most of fee money avail¬ 
able under fee cap and leave oth¬ 
ers fighting for the scraps. 
Hunter said if that issue is 
resolved, he believes fee others 
will fall into place. 

“Everything is going smoothly, 
and we feel like everybody’s got 
to keep a level head and find a 
way to compromise,” said 
Samaki Walker of fee Dallas 
Mavericks. 

The issue of whether to include 
marijuana in fee NBA’s drug pol¬ 
icy is one of the few areas of 
agreement between fee players 
and owners. 

Both have agreed to add mari¬ 
juana to the list of banned sub¬ 
stances, but fee players associa¬ 
tion says that will only happen 
after other agreements are 
released. 

“We’ll incorporate it if we get 
everything else," Hunter said.

BURNHAM BEECHES, 
England (AP) - England soccer 
coach Glenn Hoddle said yester¬ 
day he has not received any 
angry reactions from players 
over his controversial World 
Cup book. 

His book. The 1998 World Cup 
Story, sparked criticism when 
details of how Paul Gascoigne 
went berserk when he was axed 
from England's squad were 
published in the Sun newspaper. 

But Hoddle, speaking at 
England’s Euro 2000 training 
base, said criticism of his book 
was unjustified and the players 
did not have any problems with 
it. He also said the controversy 
would not affect his position as 
England coach. 

"There has been no adverse 
feelings among the players, they 
have been very positive,” he 
said. "I asked any players to 
come and see me if they bad a 
problem and not one came for¬ 
ward. 

“No confidences have been 
betrayed. It is a positive book - 
positive about the England team 
and its players, positive about 
our future prospectsO.” 

The British media, the play¬ 
ers* association and several past 
and present players said Hoddle 
had breached the trust of play¬ 
ers by publishing inside infor¬ 
mation about the team.

New England found its 
missing offense and 
maybe a running back, 
Mexican fans got a 
glimpse of hometown 
hero Marco Marios and 
fee Dallas Cowboys con¬ 
tinued to sputter. 

A roaring crowd of 
106,424, the second-largest in NFL history, 
saw New England roll over the Cowboys 21- 
3 Monday night behind fee running of 
Sedrick Shaw and the passing of Drew 
Bledsoe. 

It was the first ABC Monday Night Football 
broadcast partially preempted for news: 
President Clinton’s speech admitting inap¬ 
propriate relations with aide Monica 
Lewinsky. 

Dallas might have wished the whole game 
had been preempted. It dropped its third 
straight preseason game following five con¬ 
secutive losses at the end of 1997. 

"We got stopped on fourth and a foot We 


didn't convert on third and 2. So we didn’t 
score any points and we didn’t move fee foot¬ 
ball," said Cowboys’ quarterback Troy 
Aikman, complaints that sounded suspicious¬ 
ly like those of last year’s 6-10 season. 

For New England, second-year running 
back Shaw fought for 50 yards on 14 rushes 
in two quarters and scored touchdowns from 
9 and 1 yards out. Another 4-yard touchdown 
was called back on a penalty. 

New England's rushing game had been 
lacking in two earlier preseason losses to San 
Francisco and Minnesota. 

“I thought he ran real tough," coach Pete 
Carroll said. 

"Obviously a nice job around the goal line, 
finding a way to get into the end zone. That 
was real good.” 

“Sedrick did some good things for us. Right 
now it looks like he’ll be fee guy," said 
Patriots quarterback Drew Bledsoe, who also 
seemed to click in fee team's new short-drop 
system, going 9-of-14 for 69 yards. 

Shaw's main competition for the starting role, 
rookie Robert Edwards, sat out with an injury. 


Dallas - known here as fee Vaqueros - was 
the overwhelming favorite of the crowd at 
Aztec Stadium, whose donut-shaped roof 
trapped the tumult and caused occasional 
firecrackers to echo like rifle shots. 

But Dallas's defense surrendered three 
touchdowns that were called back for penal¬ 
ties in addition to the three feat counted. New 
England had IS first downs to 9 for fee 
Cowboys. 

With Em min Smith resting a thigh injury, 
fee Cowboys managed only 51 yards - and 
not a single first down - rushing. 

Dallas’s starting running back, rookie Tarek 
Smith, gained more in the air - 40 yards - 
than on fee ground - 29. 

The Cowboys’ biggest cheers went to 
Martos, a product of fee Mexican university 
league who played fee last two seasons for 
Barcelona in the NFL Europe League. 

Coming in with about a minute left, the 
Mexican receiver caught two balls for 19 
yards, and dropped one. 

He is expected to try to catch on in the 
Canadian Football League this season.

‘LA Times’ sports columnist Jim Murray, 78 


LOS ANGELES (Reuters) - 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Los 
Angeles Times sports columnist 
Jim Murray, a wise-cracking fix¬ 
ture at most major US sporting 
events, has died, his newspaper 
said Monday. He was 78. 

Murray died on Sunday night 
of a heart attack at his home, a 
spokeswoman for fee newspaper 
said. His last column, about 
Saturday’s Pacific Classic horse 
race, had appeared in that day’s 


paper. 

Containing his trademark 
humor and wit, fee column was a 
piece of vintage Murray, about 
fee comeback victory of Free 
House at the Del Mar race track. 

“The bridesmaid finally caught 
fee bouquet,” he wrote. 

Because of its age. fee longshot 
horse “was expected to go quiet¬ 
ly into fee sunseL 

“Anyway, it's nice to know get¬ 
ting older has its flip side,” 


Murray wrote fee day before his 
death. 

Murray was known as a writer 
who could gracefully switch 
subjects and go from writing 
about the Los Angeles Dodgers 
to the Olympic Games to world 
title boxing matches to races at 
the Santa Anita track. 

A thin, intelligent man, who 
wore distinctive thick black- 
framed glasses, Murray won the 
prestigious Pulitzer Prize in 1990

European Athletics 
Championship 

BUDAPEST (AP) - Antonio 
Pinto of Portugal set a punishing 
pace late in the race to win the 
gold medal in the men's 10,000 
meters at the European Athletics 
Championship yesterday. 

Pinto pulled away with 2,500m 
left in the race to open a gap of 
nearly 100m over two Germans. 

A wine grower from northern 
Portugal who won the London 
marathon twice, Pinto captured the 
gold in 27 minutes, 48.62 seconds. 

Dieter Baumann of Germany 
was second in 27:56.75, while 
Stephane Franke, another 
German, clinched the bronze in 
27:59.90. 

Earlier. Ilya Markov of Russia, 
the Olympic silver medalist, won 
the first gold medal of the champi¬ 
onship by taking the men's 20 - 
kiiometer walk. 

The men’s shot put gold medal 
went to Oleksandr Bagach of 
Ukraine with a heave of 21.17m. 

Markov, a 26-year-old former 
junior world champion, won after 
taking the lead in the late stage, 
pushing past Latvia's Aigars 
Fadejevs inside Nep stadium. 

Francisco Fernandez of Spain 
clinched the bronze medal. 

Maikov pasted a time of one 
hour, 21 minutes, 10 seconds on a 
humid and warm afternoon on a 
course that went through the 
streets of the Hungarian capital. 

Fadejevs, who was trying to 
become Latvia's first gold medal¬ 
ist since a countryman won the 
walk in the inaugural champi¬ 
onship in 1934, had to settle for 
the silver, finishing in 1:21.25. 

Fernandez took the bronze with 
a time of 1:21.39. 

Bagach went into the lead with a 
throw of 20.99 in his third attempt, 
a distance that would have given 
him the gold. But he first 
improved to 21.10 and then threw 
21.17 in his last attempt.
